GOOD WORK BEING DONE 
FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS 


No matter what his or her views 
may be, on the complex race problem, 
there can be no one who will doubt 
the necessity there is to assist At- 
lanta’s deserving negroes in their 
fight against tuberculosis. There are 
many of them working under the di- 
rection of the Atlanta Tuberculosis 
and Visiting Nurses’ Association and 
one of the leading spirits in the 
movement is Alice Carey, of Morris- 
Brown College, who is ever active in 
any movement for the help or better- 


ment of her race. 

It must be borne in mind that in 
helping the negro to help himself in 
this particular matter, the help is sv 
closely related to the city-at-large 
that it becomes a common cause. 
There are few families in Atlanta 
that do not employ one or more negro 
servants and whatever may be the 
health of these servants, little is 
known of their home surroundings. 
The apparently healthy negro woman 
nursing the little white child all day 
may spend her nights in a room in 
which there is a tuberculosis patient, 
as few servants live at the place 
where they are employed. The same 
condition prevails in the matter of 
the cook who comes each morning 
from her squalid abode to prepare the 
meals for the day. And worse still, to 
be considered, is the whereabouts of 
the week's laundry, when from Mon- 
day morning till late in the week, it 
is in the negro cabin of the woman 
who washes. 

Very systematically is the 
mittee working to locate every home 
and congested community where there 
is a tubercular case. Advice is be- 
ing given and precautions urged as 
to sanitation and ventilation, and the 
dangers of contagion, but until there 
is a place where much diseased pa- 
tients may be taken, little can be di- 
rectly accomplished toward the wip- 
ing out of the disease. 

When asked what she most needed 
to promote the work among the ne- 
groes at present, Alice Carey stated: 
“A place somewhere to locate our 
hospital.” 

*“T am assured by Mrs. M. A. Lips- 
comb, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Clubs, that from the gov- 
ernment I can secure as many tents 
as I need, but there is\no place to 
put tiem. ? 

“I am sure that there are citizens 
of Atlanta who have unused land, a 
small strip of which in the outskirts 
somewhere could be used for the pur- 
pose and bring untold results’ for 
good.” 

“I feel sure, she continued, “that 
when the experiment is made and the 
negroes themselves realize the value 
of the hospital, they will be much 
more apt to cooperate among them- 
selves and aid in the fight which 
takes away thousands of our best 
element who become infected by the 
less careful and unintelligent ones.

“I find among many a ready re- 
sponse in matters of sanitation and 
it was most encouraging on ‘cleaning 
up’ day to see the marked difference 
in many of the homes where the mes- 
sage of cleanliness was carried last 
year. : 

“It is the impulse of the intelligent 
negro to keep his home however 
small and humble, clean, and the 
whitest beds and cleanest floors are 
found in many a cabin home where 
the man is the dav laborer, and the 
woman spends her day over the wash- 
tub. 

“To these the message of sanitation, 
the idea of cleanliness and the mean- 
ing of ventilation is easily impressed, 
but among all people there are those 
who have to be taught. In this work 
against tuberculosis a determined 
fight must be made by white and 
colored alike, for there is a mutual 
dependance of the races in the south. 
The negro of representative type 
knows that the white man of repre- 
sentative type is his friend, and ‘he 
looks to him for help. Our white 
friends know that the negro in the 
south ig an important factor indus- 
trially, and that his well-being makes 
him the more valuable asset to the 
community. 

“His health, therefore, is one of the 
first conditions to be considered by 
both rages and one in which both will 
have to work together.” ; si 
Bridge Party.

Peerages are cheap, and 
he need not have a musty old title 
either. A brand new patent of nobil- 
ity, fresh from the engrossing Office, 
can be had for half the price that 
some transatlantic millionaires have 
paid for damaged old parchments with 
-@ decidedly fly-blown son-in-law at- 
tached. 

The fact is that the present Liberal

and in this country when a govern- 
ment is hard up the favorite way to 
raise the wind is by the sale of hon- 
ors, which are granted nominally by 
the king but really by the political 
party in power. Llovd George, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, is to 
blame for it all. His budget with its 
new taxes on land, on inheritance and 
increment” has offended 
of the party, and they 
have buttoned up their pockets. A 
general election is not far off and 
the engineers of the Liberal machine 
do not know where to turn for the oil 
that makes the wheels run smoothly. 

The most serious blow has come 
from Lord Joicey, a great coal owner 
and landed proprietor in the North of 
England. He has been one of the 
mainstays of the party chest and his 
annual subscription has taken the 
form of a check for $100,000. He has 
withdrawn this because of the new 
taxes which he says are designed to 
penalize thrift and make wealth a 
crime. The Liberal managers feel that 
this almost amounts to a _ breach of 
contract on Lord Joicey’s part, for 
when he got his peerage in 1906, it 
‘yas granted rather in consideration

“sideration of any immediate cash pay- 
ment. 

Then Sir Christopher Furness, 
great Hull ship buildler, whose an- 
nual contribution was about the same 
as Lord Joicey’s, has also snapped the 
rubber band round his roll. He was 
to have figured as the recipient of a 
peerage in the list of honors handed 
out on the king’s birthday last month, 
but when the party managers came to 
look over the ground they found that 
they dared not risk an election for the 
Hiouse of Commons in the constituency 
which he represents.. They according- 
ly told him he must wait for his ele- 
vation to the House of Lords, and he 
then .and there tore up the check 
which he had signed ready to hand 
over when the goods were delivered. 

After all, however, the government 
did not do a bad stroke of business on 
the king’s birthday. It made thirteen 
baronets and thirty-five knights and 
it is now living on the proceeds, which 
I am informed on first-rate authority, 
. amounted to nearly half a million dol- 
Jars, but even that large sum does 
not go far in running a great political 
party, and there fs no more money in 
sight. 

Of course it must be understood that 
not allthe honors conferred on British 
subjects are paid for. The knight- 
hoods received by eminent representa- 
tives of art and literature like Sir 
Herbert Tree, Sir Arthur Pinero and 
Sir Henry Lucy and eminent scientific 
men did not cost their recipients a 
cent. But the titles handed out to 
comparatively unknown politicians 
were all paid for in good hard cash. 
The price of the Knighthoods may be 
averaged at $5,000 each and that of 
the baronetcies, which, while only car- 
rying the prefix “Sir” like the knight- 
hoods, are transmissible to the sons of 
the holders, would be about $25,000. In

It must not be supposed that the lib- 
eral party has any monopoly of the 
sale of honcrs.

Another case in which the 
king held out for a long time was 
that of a great publishing poten‘ate, 
who was shrewd enough to enlist the 
aid of Mrs. George Keppel, the king's 
most intimate woman friend. Mrs. 
George succeeded where the  poli- 
ticians and wire-pullers had failed, 
and her client got his title. The story 
goes that Mrs. George’s bank account 
was swelled by nearly $250,000 soon 
after this incident. 

Edward also reserves to himself the 
right to confer peerages and knight- 
hoods without consulting anyone, and 
most of the honors bestowed on dis- 
tinguished soldiers and sailors are 
given at the king's own initiative.

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Berlin, November 6.—(Special.)—

some time, is making strenuous efforts 
to raise loans of money. 

The following is a copy of a letter 
recently receicved by the Hamburg 


bank: 

“I beg to inquire whether your bank 
would be prepared to grant a loan on 
the security of an inheritance exceed- 
ing $25,000,000. It mYay be mentioned 
that the person from whom this prop- 
erty will be inherited is still living, 
and he is 76 years of age, and that he 
cannot disinherit the recipient of the 
loan because the law of his country 
prevents him from doing so.” 

Having received a reply to the effect 
that negotiations could be begun, the 
bank received another letter as fol- 
lows: 

“In reply to your letter of September 
12, I beg to inform you that Princess 
Louise of Belgium desires to raise this 
loan by pledging a portion of her fath- 
er’s inheritance.

TURNING 


TO AMERICAN LITERATURE 


Copenhagen, November 6.—At the 
foot of the old Round Tower in Copen- 
hagen, the other day, the writer saw 
a scramble which suggested a fresh- 
man-sophomore cannon rush. About 
two hundred people of all classes and 
ages had formed an animated circle 
about some obiect hidgen in the center, 
which everyone was trying to reach. 
Even the newsboys had deposited their 
Diles of extras on the steps of 
neighboring church, and crept under 
the elbows of stout gentlemcn on the 
outskirts of the crowd. Kvery arm 
was stretched appealingly toward the 
center. and in every hand a huge Dan- 
ish copper coin. 

Every now and then someone 
emerged from the crowd with a crum- 
pled collar. bearing a newspaper and 
a pamphlet in many vivid colors. He 
thrust the newspaper into his pocket, 
and went off reading the pamphiet. I 
looked at a coyer. On it was depicted 
what appeared to be a murder in the 


, Grand canyon, and above, in huge black 


type, in Danish, “Nick Carter, No. % 
America’s Greatest Detective.” and in 
red letters. “Sample copy. compliments 
of The Evening Post,” 

“Everything goes in Denmark,” I 
heard a bystander remark. The same 
afternoon I bought a copy of a rival 
evening sheet, and received-gratis the 
latest numéer of “Buffalo Bill.” On 
my train to the suburbs I counted at 
least seven “Nick Carters.” in the s>c- 
ond-class coach, three “Buffalo Bills,” 
a “Nat Pinkerton,” a “Pat Conner.” a 
“Tecqsas Jack” (Terror of the Indians), 
and a “Pirate Morgan's Adventures.” 
These lurid translations are all pub- 
lished in Copenhagen in serial form, 
and are pressed Close by several native 
imitations. “Nick Carters” and “Buf- 
falo Bills” cost 7 cents the number. 
the others a little less than 3. 

The detective story is not the only 
form of American literature which cir- 
culates in Denmark. The Danes are 
eager for anything which is alleged to 
depict the wonders of American life— 
tales of the Indian, the Klondike, the 
skyscraper. the slaughter house and 
the struggle between labor and capital. 

few American classics have al- 
ways been well known to the Danes. 
They have transiateqd nearly every 
work of Fenimore, Cooper, Bret Harte 
and Mark Twain. The Danish school 
boy knows his Cooper almost as well 
as his Nick Carter. Mark Twain ig a 
great favorite. His Danish readers 
were highly gratified this last summer 
when it developed that Mr. Clemens 
had used a plot from one of their own 
classics, Steen Blicher, for his “Tom 
Sawyer, Detective.” How Mr. Cle- 
mens got the story ig a mystery, “for 
we cannot flatter ourselves,” said a 
Copenhagen critic, “that Mr. Clemens 
reads Danish.” 

“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” is just out in a 
new Danish edition, and six other 
books by Harriet Beecher Stowe are 
translated into Danish. Mr. Aldrich’s 
“Bad Boy” is still sold. Long ago the 
Danes translated Poe's “Gold Bug,” 
Hawthorne's “Scariet Letter,” Emer- 
son’s “Representative “Men,” Irving’s 
“Sketch Book,” lLongfellow’s prose 
works, and Holmes’ “Elsie Venner’— 
but they have forgotten them. In later 
years have appeared Bellamy’s “Look- 
ing Backward,” at least seven of Gunt- 
er’s works, and helf a gozen of Marion 
Crawford's. “Rebecca” and “Princess 
Alice,” by Kate Douglas Wiggin, are 
both In their third Danish editions. One 
of the most popular books by an 
American is “Ben Hur,” but few read- 
ers realize that Lew Wallace is an 
American, as the book does not deal 
with American life. There are two 
translations of “Ben Hur,” one in its 
the other in its seventh editica.

American movement in Danish litera- 
ture is Johannes V. Jensen,«a brilliant 
young Danish novel'st. Jensen has 
been twice in America, and written 
several tales of American life. 
vived Walt Whitman, and. in 
translated “The Octopus,” by 
Norris. In explaining to a friend why 
he made the translation, Jensen said: 


pus,’ I would have written it myself.” 

“The Octopus” has had a better sale 
than Jensen’s own books. A Danish 
novel is usually published in only 1,250 
ecpies. Already more than three thou- 
Sand copies of “The Octopus” have 
been sold. A translation of “The Pit” 
has just appeared and 1s selling rapid- 
ly. The first question a Dane asks 
an American, when discussing litera- 
ture, is apt to be, “Do you consider 
Frank Norris your greatest author?” 

Several] works of contemporarv 
American fiction have been translated 
by the Danish authoress, Miss Aslaug 
Mikkelsen, sister of the Arctic explorer. 
Within two or three years years, in 
addition to her other writings, she has 
found time to translate “The Call of 
the Wild,” by Jack London; “John 
Longworthy’s Disappearance,” by M. F. 
Egan; one of Zangwill’s tales: “Meran,” 
by Frank Norris; the “Industrial Re- 
public,” and “Captain of Industry” of 
Upton Sinclair, and Thomas’ Lawson's 
‘Friday the Thirteenth.” 

“The Jungle,” by Upton Sinclair, has 
also been translated; “Klondyke Sto- 
ries,” by Jack London: one or two of 
Robert Herrick’s books; and both the 
old and new series of Zangwill’s Ghetto 
stories. “The Common Lot,” by Rob- 
ert Herrick, is announced for the win- 
ter, and perhaps a portion of M. F. 
a “The Wiles of Sexton Magin- 
n g.”’ 

The “quieter” American authors, such 

as William Dean Howells, are known 
in Denmark. 
American poetry. The Danes have ap- 
parently never heard of Bryant, Whit- 
tier, or Lowell. Poe's “Raven” has, 
however, been translated, and Longfel- 
low ig known through “Evangeline,” 
“Hiawatha” and “The Golden Legend.” 
It may be remembered that Longfellow 
made several translations from the 
Scandinavian. The Danish school child 
is told about his rendering of their 
national song, ‘“‘King Christian.” But 
Longfellow is popularly reputed 
have been an English, not an Ameri 
poet. 

In Danish eyes the great American 
poet is Walt Whitman. Jensen has 
translated one of his poems. Danish 
university students read “Leaves of 
Grass” in the original. Several young 
Danish poets are imitating its rhythms. 
There ig an English school-book used 
in the Latin schools of Denmark called 
“The England and America Reader.” 
The English section opens with a short 
quotation from Shakespeare; the r- 
tion devoted to America is introduced 
by a paessace from Walt Whitman.

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REMORSE. MADE 
HIM TAKE LIFE 


Officer Had Killed Man 
in Duel. 


Berlin, November 6.—(Special.)— 
The suicide of Captain Hildebrandt at 
Hanover, on the eve of his wedding, 
provides one more case of truth being 
stranger than fiction. 

Captain Hildebrandt was engaged to 
the daughter of a high officer at Han- 
over, and his wedding was to have 
taken place yesterday in that town. 
In accordance with the German custom, 
a preliminary wedding party’ called 
the “Polterabend” was given by the 
bride’s parents at their residence on 
Bunday evening. and Captain Hilde- 
brandt was present in the best of spir- 


Some time after midnight he tqgok 
an affectionate leave of the girl who 
was to become his wife, and returned 
to his apartments at the hotel. Yes- 
terday his dead body was found fn his 
room. He had blown out his brains 
during the night. 

It now transpires that Captain Hilde- 
brandt, whose tragic end immediately 
before his wedding has aroused uni- 
versal sympathy, especially with the 
lady who was engaged to him, was 
the central figure of a sensational duel 
that took place eight years ago at 
Insterburg. 

Farewell Dinner. 

Lieutenant Curt Blaskowitz, of the 
Second Battalion of the 147th Infantry 
Regiment, was to celebrate a Poltera- 
bend preceding his marriage on No- 
vember 2, 1901. On the last day of 
October of that year he gave a fare- 
well dinner to his unmarried com- 
rades of the officers’ cerps in the Ca- 
sino at Insterburg. Late that night 
Captain Hildebrandt met Lieutenant 
Blaskowitz in the street, and found 
‘that he was somewhat intoxicated 


and hardly in a condition to be left 
alone. 

He and Lieutenant Ramussen there- 
upon accompanied Lieutenant Blasko- 
witz back to his house. [In the door- 
way of Lieutenant Blaskowi!itz’s house 
a quarrel ensued which ended in 
blows. Lieutenant Blaskowitz was so 
intoxicated at the time that he started 
out next morning without any idea of 
what happened, and travelled to Ey- 
lau, where his marriage was to «take 
place. 

But the evening before his marriage 
he was summoned back to Insterburg 
by an urgent telegram from his colo- 
nel. He immediately obeyed, and found 
that Captain Hildebrandt and Lieuten- 
ant Ramussen had both challenged him 
to a duel for the offense which he had 
given to them in a drunken condition. 
The regiment court of honor ruled 
that he must accept the challenge, and 
that the duel must be fought under 
very severe conditions. 

Lieutenant Blaskowitz’s wedding was 
postponed, and the duel between Cap- 
tain Hildebrandt and Lieutenant Blas- 
kowitz took place on the following 
morning. Both combatants fired simul- 
taneously. Captain Hildebrandt re- 
mained untouched, but Lieutenant Blas- 
kowitz was shot through the body and 
died a few hours later. 

Captain Hildebrandt was sentenced 
to two years’ detention in a fortress 
for violating the laws of the country 
relating to duelling, but he was subse- 
quently pardoned after nine months’ 
detention. After his release he was 
transferred to another regiment, and 
when he took leave of his comrades at 
Intersburg they escorted him to the 
railway station in a carriage drawn 
by four horses, and gave him an un- 
usually enthusiastic send-off by way of 
demonstrating their sympathies for 
him and their admiration for his deed. 

That demonstration was generally 
regarded as tactless, and the colonel 
of the regiment, as well as several of- 
ficers, were compelled to send in their 
resignations. Now, eight years after 
shooting Lieutenant Blaskowitz on the 
eve of his wedding, Captain Hilde- 
brandt has himself committed suicide 
on the eve of his own wedding. 

He left no letters and no definite 
clue to the motives which prompted 
his self-destruction. His friends de- 
clare, however, that remorse for the 
tragic death of Lieutenant Blaskowitz 
preyed on his mind year after year, 
and finally gripped him to such an ex- 
tent that in despair he put an-end to 


his own life rather than endure the 


tortures of his conscience. 


SEARCH 1S MADE 
FOR ARMADA COLD 


Tuscany Galleon Was 


Sunk in 1588. 


London, November 6.—(Special.)— 
Another search is to be made for the 
treasure of the famous Tuscany gal- 
leon Admiral of Florence, which was 
one of the ships of the Spanish Ar- 
mada, and which, after fleeing north 
@bout from the English ships, was 
blown up in Tobermory bay, in the 
Isle of ll. 

The Duke of Argyll has granted a 
lease to explore the bed of the bay 
for the hull and its contents to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Kenneth Mackenzie 
Foss. 

Colonel Foss will employ the most 
modern type of ore-finding apparatus 
to locate the position of the galleon, 
which is believed to lie under at least 
twenty-five feet of sand. 

When it has been foundhe will use 
two sand pumps and two powerful 
Pumps with a lifting capacity which 
will strip the hull of its overlie in 
three or four working days. 

I: 18 uncertain what treasure the 
galleon had on board. Ashley wrote 
to Walsingham soon after she sank 
that she was “one of the largest in 
the whole fleet, and commanded by 
a grandee of the first rank, and was 
@lways served in silver plate.” 

Tradition says that she carried 
80,000,000 “pesas of eight” and a 
crown for the Spanish prince who 
was intended to occupy the throne of 
England. 

It ts believed that, apart from the 
bullion, there are at least forty large 
cannon and a quantity of cannon balls 


in the hull which will make the ore- 
finding apparatus operative. 


Previous Attempts. 


Pieces of the wreck which have 
been brought to the surface at inter- 
vals suggest that the keel and the 
lower timbers of the galleon will be 
found in a fair state of preservation, 
and Colonel Foss hopes, within a 
moderate period of time, to raise a 
sufficient portion of her to make it 
possible to construct a model. 

The first serious attempt to recover 
the treasure was made in 1670, when 
a Swedish engineer was brought over, 
with a diving bell, by Archibald Mar- 
quis of Argyll, who was then admiral 
of the estern Isles. But the king of 
England interfered, and sent the Duke 
of York, afterwards King James II., 
with a warship to prohibit all at- 
tempts to recover the treasure, in his 
eapacity as lord high admiral of Eng- 
land 

The case was tried in Edinburgh, 
and after considerable delay it as 
decided that the rights to the ship 
were vested in the Marquis of Argyll, 
to whom the Duke of York wrote a 
very friendly letter, apologizing for 
the trouble which he had caused. 

Later on the duke cut off the head 
of the Marquis of Argyll and confis- 
cated hig estates, while his son fled 
abroad and returned in time to as- 
sist in driving King James II. from 
the throne of England. 

A second attempt at salvage was 
made in 1730, and a very fine bronze 
gun was recovered bearing the date 
1684 and the fleur de lis of Francis L, 
as well as gold and silver coins. 

About five years ago Captain Will- 
iam Burns, of Glasgow Salvage Associa. 
tion, obtained a lease to work the 
vessel from the present Duke of Argyll, 
and his efforts during three seasons 
were attended with a considerable 
amount of success. Breech-loading 
cannon, swords, pistols, and cannon 
balls were recovered, as well as coins 
which, though of the face value of only 
three or four shillings, realized from 
two to three guineas apiece when sold 
by auction in London. The period for 
which Captain Burns obtained the lease 
expired recently. 


Story ef the Galleon. 


There are many romantic versions of 
the history of the Admiral of Florence. 
Onegpf the best known is that a couple 
of ights before the sailing of the 
Ay 4a. one of the Infantas dreamed 
tha. she wag fated to embark in the 
galleon, and there appeared to her 
with perfect distinctness the features 
and form of a foreign nobleman, whom 


she was to marry when the fleet ar- 
rived at its destination. 

Accordingly, against all the remon- 
strances of her relations the Infanta is 
said to have gailed on her. 

The galleon fled to T»oermory Bay, 
and having sent a boat ashore to opo- 
tain water and provisions, the Spanish 
commander entered into friendly rela- 
tions with the head of the Clan Mac- 
lean, who was invited to go on board. 

Immediately the Infanta set eyes on 
him she declared that this was the 
man she had seen in her dream, and 
he was to be her future husband. In- 
cidentally, it may be noted that 15685 
was a leap year. 

Unfortunately, Maclean was already 
married; but the Infanta would suffer 
no interference with what she consid- 
ered to be the workings of fate, and 
subsequently an attempt was made to 
carry off the chief of the clan and a 
few of his followers. 

Seeing the ship was taking up her 
anchor and making sail, Maclean’s wife 
dispatched a number of the clan to 
board the galleon and to procure the 
release of her husband and his follow- 
ers. One of the latter, in revenge for 
the treachery of the Spaniards, is said 
to have applied a torch to the powder 
magazine. 

e ship was sunk, and all on board, 
except a cook, who was blown into the 
water, are said to have perished.

Lincoln’s Dream. 
(From The Diary of Gideon Welles, 
in The November Atlantic.) 

Inquiry had been made as to army 
news on the first meeting of the cabi- 
net, and especially if any information 
had been received from Sherman. None 
of the members had heard anything, 
and Stanton, who makes it a point to 
be late, and who had the telegraph in 
his department, had not arrived. Gen- 
eral Grant, who was present, said he 
was hourly expecting word. The pres- 
ident remarked it would, he had no 
doubt, come soon, and come favorable, 
for he had last night the usual dream 
which he had preceding nearly every 
great and important event of the war. 
Generally the news had been favor- 
able which succeeded thig dream, and 
the dream itself was always the same. 
I enquired what this remarkable 
dream could be. He said it related 
to your (my) element—the water— 
that he seemed to be in some singular 
indescribable vessel, and that he was 
moving with great rapidity towards 
an indefinite shore, That he had this 
dream preceding Sumter, Bull Run, 
Antietam, Gettysburg, Stone River, 
Wilmington, ete. General 
Grant said Stone River was certainly 
no victory, and he knew of no great 
results which followed from it. The 
president said (that) however that

Prices in the future market show a 
decline of 55 to 66 points, compared 
with last week’s closing. This is the 
result of enormous liquidation follow- 
ing wild speculation for a rise. Bears 
took advantage of the overbought con- 
dition of the market, and, at times, put 
Out large lines of short cotton, which 
the ring was unable to absorb. No 
news of bearish import was received 
during the week. The declines were 
wholly in the nature of a reaction. 

The gossip of the market is that at 
the highest prices of the season, which 
Were reached Tuesday, leading opera- 
tors on the long side sold out, which 
@tarted the reaction. At the close of 
the week, it was more of a two-sided 
market than for many weeks past. 

In the spot market, prices show a 
net loss of only 1-1-6, which slight de- 
cline is due to the fact that spots did 
not fully share in the rise in futures.

Atlanta, Ga., November 6.—The apple 
market remaing tseady and firm, with 
high values prevailing. The short crop 
and heavy consumption will no doubt 
result in more or less advance as the 
season progresses. Receipts of Florida 
Oranges and grape fruit are heavy, re- 
sulting in some depression ag to values. 
This fruit has shown great improvement 
as to color and general appearance with 
in the last week or two. The crop is 
abundant, which will no doubt result in 
prices sufficiently low to warrant a 
liberal and general consumption. No 
chi.nge in. lemons. Cranberries of the 
best grades high and advancing. The 
demand for bananas has for ten days 
past greatly exceeded the receipts, with 
very high prices applying.

Catawbas will be supplied largely from 
now on. California grapes covering al!

There is no change in 
either Irish potatoes or cabbage, the 
supply being abundant to meet all re- 
quirements at quotations. Some higher 
prices applying to onions. Sweet po- 
tatoes plentiful, and slow gale at low 
values. Some few fresh vegetables 
coming in from Florida, but the prin- 
cipal supply is now coming from the 
western markets.. Demand and values 
normal. Fresh-gathered eggs scarce, 
values showing an upward tendency. A 
strong demand prevails for all kindg of 
live and dressed poultry, as well as 
game. Quail especially high and 
scarce. Fancy table butter selling well 
at satisfactory prices.

MONEY OUTLOOK CAUSE 
‘ OF STOCKS’ DECLINE 


Hardening of Rates on Time in 
Latter Part of Week--The 
Bank Statement. 


New York, November 6.—Misgivings 
over the money outlook were as much 
responsible as anything for the down- 
ward tendency of prices of stocks to- 
day. The feeling over the money sit- 
uation is based not so much on the a&c- 
tual tone of the money market a8 on 
the suspicion of the active measures 
necessary on the part of powerful 
capitalists to conserve such ease in 
money rates as has been accomplished 
thus far. There has been, besides, an 
actual hardening of money rates on 
time in the latter part of the week 
and a resumption of active demand 
for loans for the shorter periods. The 
extensive shifting of credits from one 
quarter to another, either in this coun- 
try or to fereign money markets, has 
relaxed the situation more than once 
when it tended to become stringent. 
The persistence of the great central 
banks abroad in their policy of build- 
ing up resources threatens to restrict 
the fleld of these shifting operations. A 
6 per cent minimum discotnt rate, 
both by the Bank of England and the 
the Imperial Bank of Germany, are 
under renewed discussion, and the re- 
sult would be Hkely to be the dis? 
lodgement of credits on which the New 
York market is relying to carry 
through the fall with ease. The fur- 
ther pressure on Pennsylvania today 
in connection with the offering of new 
stock at par was a factor in keeping 
alive an uneasy feeling over money 
market resources. More consideration 
was given today to the week's loss in 
cash by the banks indicated by yes- 
terday’s preliminary estimates. There 
were premonitions also that the loan 
item of the forthcoming bank state- 
ment would show the effect of the 
large receipts of home-coming securi- 
ties from foreign markets, which have 
to be financed on arrival here. Large 
withdrawals of gold from the Bank of 
England for shipment to Egypt em- 
phasized the impression of the harden- 
ing of the world’s monéy markets. 
Stocks had a substantial recovery on 
short covering ,induced by denials of 


positive reports that an advance in the] 


German bank rate on Monday had been 
already determined on. The bank 
statement showed over six millions ac- 
tual loss of cash and the loan  ex- 
pansion served to swell the deposit 
liabilities as well. The surplus is re- 
duced $8,878,850 by the average of §6,- 
042,575.

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TRADE IN COTTON OIL 
DURING THE PAST WEEK 


Most of Large Orders 
From Compound 
Lard Men. 


New York, November 6.—(Special.)— 
Heavy trading has characterized the 
local cotton o!l market during the 
past week and values have been sub- 
jected to considerable irregularity. 
Early in the week there was evidence 
of liquidation and values yielded; later 
@ moderate rally took place under the 
influence of public buying: Thus the 
week has been given to rather wide 
fluctuations and an attractive field has 
been offered for scalping operations. 

Inquiries for actual consuming ac- 
count have shown a moderate increase 
and the aggregate of small orders 
has been quite satisfactory. Most of 


the large transactions for consuming | 


account have been restricted to the 
compound lard makers, and these in- 
terests have been practically forced 
to pay the high prevailing oil prices 
in order to replenish their exhausted 
supplies. The squeeze which the pack- 
ers experienced in October oil has 
been temporarily eliminated, and 
leading dealers do not jJook for a repe- 
tition this month on such a spectacu- 
lar basis. Olea stearine, which ad- 
vanced to 19 cents during the _ pre- 
vious week, came down with a crash 
to 164% cents, when October deliveri¢s 
were satisfied. Therefore, conditions 
from the compound lard standpoint are 
considerably easier. 

The other features which have given 
stmulus to the refined oil market 
have all retained their firm position. 
A short cotton crop is assured. The 
emall run of hogs in the west in their 
poor condition has kept lard prices 
comperatively high. The speculative 
interest on the long side of the oil 
market is still active. Current trade 
expressions describe this long inter- 
est as extefisive, and judging from re- 
cent transactions, thls view would ap- 
pear correct. 


In some quarters it was stated that 
refiners had marketed considerable oil : 
during the week, but, if this is true, 


the marketing process has proceeded | 
of oad 


well under cover. The views 
bull leaders show no lack of confi- 
dence and the declining tendency, 
which the market has displayed at in- 
tervals, is looked upon as “healthy 
reactions.” There is a disposition ap- 
parent on the part of these bullish 
factors to force consumers of the 
cotton product to recognize the new 
trading level. 

Europe has shown comparatively lit- 
tle desire to operate at prevailing prices. 
Late inquiries have been restricted to 
smell lots of high grade oil for mar- 
garine purposes and prompt shipments 
have usually been requested. Sales 
have been consummated at prices rang- 
ing from 64 to 65 cents. The export 
movement for the week has aggre- 
gated 5,040 barrels. 

The crude oil market has retained its 
firm position and offerings have been 
limited regardless of high prices. Sales 


_of scattered tanks have been reported 


at 46% cents, which is the highest 
price on record for this season of the 
year. The hold-up methods, which 
the farmers are employing in market- 
ing their seed, have made the mills 
very conservative and it is said that 
offerings are being made only where 
the actual seed is in sight. ‘A lead- 
ing refiner reports sales of seed to 
a subsidiary mill at $30 per ton, which 
ie the highest price in history. 
Cotton Oi] “Pit” on Produce Exchange. 

The continued heavy trading in 
cotton seed ofl on the New York pro- 
duce exchange has made it advisable 
to enlarge the cotton oil ring. Last 
Wednesday, when traders entered the 
“floor,” they found a newly construct- 
ed “pit” in the center of the building. 
The brass rail inside the “pit” is 
considerably larger than the old one 
and offers much better accommoda- 
tion for active trading. A stand at 
the side of the “pit” affords a regular 
place for the official ‘‘caller,” and a 
crack of the gave] marks the fina! 
quotation at each session. The recent 
interest in cotton seed oil has eclipsed 
anything in the history of the prod- 
uct and has stamped the New York 
market as the leading distributing 
point of the world. 
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REACTION. IN COTTON 
NATURAL AND NEEDED 


Market Will Attain Much 
Higher Level Than 
Present One. 


By Charles A, Dancy. 

New Orleans. November 6.—(Special.) 
After an advance of 2 cents a pound, 
characterized by only slight recessions 
from time to time, due to profit-taking 
by satisfied longs, the big reaction 
that took place in the cotton market 
during the week was not only natural, 
but much needed, if the market were 
to continue in a healthy state. Danger 
signals were displayed in the local 
contract market for the first time this 
season last Tuesday..when an ad- 
-yvance that carried prices as high as 
15.19 for January contracts was re~ 
corded, while the New York market 


was closed on account of the election > 


holiday. On that day, futures ran 


above the quotations ef actual spot 
cotton, whereas previously contracts 
had simply been following in the wake 
of advancing interior spot markets. 
This was the first noticeable change of 
an unfavorable character in the situa- 
tion, and at once attracted the atten- 
hion of conservative operators in the 
market. Another indication that the 
market had, for the time oe reach- 

the top, was the quieter tone pre- 
toe in the local spot market, which 
has since declined in sympathy with 
the downward trend of contract prices. 
The heavy selling in New York Wed- 
nesday. it was learned afterwards, was 
for the eccount of Patten and other 
large western operators, who had been 
playing the market for 15 cents, and 
thought it advisable to take profits 
prior to the nublication of the next cen- 
sus ginners’ report to be issued Mon- 
day morning, November 8, and which 
may probably be construed as bearish. 

The National Ginners’ Association, 
which is usuglly fairly correct in fore- 
ehadowing the government ginning fig- 
ures, issued a bulletin Thursday plac-: 
ine the total amount ginned to No- 
vember 1. the period up to which the 
government report will cover, at 6,943,- 
000 bales. and stating that this repre- 
sents 70 per cent of the entire cotton 
crop to be ginned this season: The 
ginning from the period from October 
18 to November 1 was 1,400,000 bales, 
as compared with 1,895,000 last year 
and 1,706,000 year before last. 

Higher Levels Expected. 

In view of the National Ginner’s fix- 
ures, the trade here now expects the 
government ginners’ report to show at 
least 7,000,000 bales ginned to Novem- 
ber 1. Conservative people figure that 
7,000,000 bales will represent at least 
@5 per cent of this year’s crop. and on 
this basis, the indicated yield, linters 
included, would be 11,000,000 bales. As 
even a crop of 12,000,000 bales would 
not furnish enough cotton to keep the 
mills of the world running fuHN time 
for the next eleven months, the opinion 
prevails in well-informed cotton circles 
of this market that after the present 
liquidation, induced by the selling out 
of some of the larger bulls at the 15- 
cent level, has run its course, the up- 
ward swing of prices will be resumed, 
with prospects of the market eventual- 
ly attaining much higher levels than 
have vet been witnessed. 

Around the first of the month there 
is always a cessatiqn of the spot de- 
mand, although this feature is less pro- 
nounced in November than in any other 
month. on account of the fact that 
wha tare known as October-November 
commitments mugt be filled. For the 
time being. a siightivy easier tendency 
is noticeable in Interior spot markets, 
all urgent requirements having been 
filled. Before the middle of the month. 
however, the spot demand will prob- 
ably wake up again with redoubled 
vigor. The farmer. having marketed 
a large proportion of his erop at top- 
notch prices of the season. can well 
afford to hold the rest of hjs crop until 
the needs of the mills force the spot 
buyers to pay prices that the exigencies 
of the situation woyld seem to war- 
rant. 

Every Bale Will Be Needed. 

At any rate, there Is no need of the 
farmer becoming alarmed, even though 
contracts should take another tumble 
when the census «inners’ report is is- 
eued next Monday. Speculators may 
lose their nerve and close out contracts 
that they have carrying on margins, 
' but the little farmer can reset secure 
that, sooner or later, every bale that 


——— 


hg has had on hand will be needed by 
the mills, and that it is only a ques- 
tion of time when he can secure 15 
cents or better for it. My advice to 
the producer. therefore, is to sit tight 
and keep a tight grip on the bridle 
reins, and he will soon conquer the 
bucking broncho of the speculative 
markets of the world.

London, November 6.—The stock ex- 
change experienced another heavy 
week, with a dropping tendency in 
values, and closed generally lower. 
The chief cause of the early decline 
was the heavy liquidation of weak ac- 
counts in connection with the settle- 
ment both for local and continental 
account, this stock being marketed 
later. Values were heavy. especially 
ir. the Kaffir section, while the new 
issues and monetary influences held 
speculation, as well as investment, in 
check. Operators feared a rise in the 
bank rate last Thursday, and they 
still believe that this section is only 
being postponed. The money market, 
however, does not seem to share in 
this view, and discount houses are still 
“below the bank’s minimum.” Despite 
the poor showing by the return, it is 
believed that the banks will take 
further steps to reduce the floating 
supplies in order to make the 5 per 
cent rate effective, and discounts hard- 
ened a trifle yesterday, but continental 
exchanges on London were still only 
high enough to allow the bank to se- 
cure this week’s arrivals, and unless 
the joint stock banks assist in mak- 
ing the 5 per cent rate effective and 
attract gold, a higher bank rate be- 
fore the erf€ of the year is still consid- 
ered possible. Copper shares have been 
one of the liveliest sections on the 
American rumors of coming deals. 
Grand Trunk shares onlv recovered 
slightly from the early liquidation by 
continental and local houses. British 
securities. were neglected throughout 
the week, and closed fractionally 
lower. 

American. securities have been con- 
siderably quieter, with much irregu- 
larity.

New York. November 6.—Amalga- 
mated Copper was the center of Wall 
street's speculative interest this week, 
a rapid advance of nearly ten points 
carrying the price of that stock to the 
highest level reached since the low 
price of 41% was touched in October 
of 1907. Early in 1907 the price of 
copper, the metal, was 25% cents a 
pound, Amalgamated was paying div- 
idends at the rate of 8 per cent and 
the stock was selling at 121%. Up to 
that time the average selling price 
of the metal was below 15 cents a 
pound and consumers suddenly made 
up their mind that 25% cents was 4 
prohibitive price. The result was that 
the bottom dropped out of the cop- 
per market and supplies began to ac- 
cumulative. That was months before 
the panic. 

When the general depression. in 
trade set in, the’ price of the metal 
dropped to 11% cents and the divi- 
dend on Amalgamated was cut to 2 
per cent. Spot Copper is now 
quoted at 12% compared with 22% in 
December of 1906, 18% cents in De- 
cember of 1905, 15 cents in December 
of 1904, and 15% cents in December of 
1903. In brief, the copper trade has 
been the last to show signs of re- 
covery. 

Among the large producers of cop- 
per, Amalgamated, which is a holding 
company, stands first. Next comes 
the Calumet and Hecla, then the Bos- 
ton and Montana, Senator Clark's 
company, then the mines controlled 
by the Guggenheims; next the Utah 


Copper Company, with which . the 
First National 
nected, and finally a score or more of 
smaller companies. 
Output ef Copper. 

Last year’s total output of copper 
was 896,000,000 pounds with demand 
only four-fifths of its supply. This 
year’s production will probably reach | 
1,000,000,000 pounds with 15 per cent | 
unsold. This week the United Metals 
Selling Company, the company which 
markets the output of the Amaigamat- 
ed propetties, sold 36,000,000 pounds of 
ore for future delivery at 13 cents and 
other similar signs of a revival in the 
copper trade appeared. 

But Wall street's interest in copper 
stocks, especially Amalgamated, was 
not aroused by the week's news of 
large sales of the metal. While no 
definite announcement has been made, 
substantial evidence exists that J. P. 
Morgan is working on a echeme where- 
by the copper trade will be placed on 
the same basis as steel. Whether the 
plan provides for an actual consolida- 
tion of the large copper-producing 
companies, or whether some other 
means will be devised to raise and 
maintain prices is not known, but Wall 
street, with ite keenly developed news 
instinct, scents a strong combination of 
some kind. Speculation thrives on such 
talk, and in the stock market gyra- 
tions of the past year and a half 
Amalgamated Copper has been one of 
the few stocks to escape notice.

$50,000,000, within ten days investors 
have been called upon to take up 
$175,000,000 new stock at par. Stock 
was sold because the bond market Is 
now congested with new securitfes, 
and a number of railway officials are 
of the opinion that early action will 
be taken by congress in the matter of 
regulating bond and stock issues. In 
anticipation of such action, other 
railroads will follow the example of 
the Pennsylvania, the New York Cen- 
tral and the New Haven. 

Legislation and Railroads. 

A return to the public state of mind 
when needless and harmful legislation 
was being directed against the rail- 
roads would be deplorable, but sensi- 
ble railroad mén, as well as others, 
who have given the subject considera- 
tion. know that something must be 
done to preyent the railroads from 
traveling in the beaten path to insolv- 
ency. As a general rule this is. the’ 
course: Because of its Inability to pay 
fixed charges on excessive capitaliza- 
tion a railroad goes into the hands of 
receivers. A reorganization occurs in 


which ffxed charges are reduced by | 


bonds and assessing 
stockholders. Then the railroad starts 
all over again. Every railroad has to 
be rebuilt within a known period of 
time and bonds are sold for that pur- 
pose. Instead of providing a sink- 
ing fund that would automatically 
wipe out the fixed charge by the time 
the bonds matured, the rallroads go 
on piling up one bond issue on top of 
another until the inevitable happens. 
Every solvent railroad in the country 
today is paying interest on bonds that 
were sold to make Uwprovements long 
since replaced by the sale of new 
bonds. In good years the railroads do 
apply a large percentage of surplus 
earnings for improvements and better- 
ments. but at the first favora op- 
portunity those expenditures are with- 
drawn from the income account and stap- 
italized. Every business man knows 
what would happen if he continually 
borrowed money on notes or mortgages 
and made no attempt to pay off any of 
his indebtedness. At the beginning of 
real prosperity ten years ago the Penn- 
svivania had outstanding $128,306,000 
stock, the New. York Central $160,000,- 
600 and the New Haven $54,733,000. 
Without considering the mortgage 
bonds bearing fixed charges sold since 
then by all three companies, when the 
new shares are issued and outstanding 
convertible bonds exchanged for stock. 
the Pennsylvania's stock will stand at 
the New York Central's 
at $223,290,000 and the New Haven’s at 
$218.585,000. Those figures alone are 
stagcxering.

Those interested in a deep-waterway 
system in the South Atlantic states— 
and that means the inland water route 
from Maryland to Florida and the nav-

SOLDIERS GET 
ONLY ONE MEAL 


A Day for Space of: Fort- 
night. 


Test of the British War Ration. 
Soldiers Are Sturdy Teetotal- 
ers and Non-Smokers---They 
March From 14 to 20 Miles 
Per Day. 


London, November 6.—(Special.)—A 
body of strong-limbed, sturdy teetotal- 
lers and non-smokers are marching 
daily from point to point over Salis- 
bury plain. They wear khaki uniform, 
carry rifle and bayonet and 150 pounds 
of ball ammunition. They sleep night- 
ly under canvas, cook their own meals, 
which are on the most meagre scale, 
and are sworn to accept no additions 
to the quantity laid down, no matter 
how much kindly villege matrons and 
maids tempt them with proffered dain- 
ties. , 

Hunger March. 

Since Monday last week they have 
pursued their undeviating way across 
the plain. It is a hunger march un- 
der discipline conditions. The men 
are all privates and non-commissioned 
officers of the Loval North Laenca- 
shire regiment, and they were select- 
ed from some hundred or two volun- 
teers. The heroic twenty, who have 
another week of tramping in rain or 
sunshine before them, have submitted 
to an experiment of the war office, in- 
tended to ascertain the sustaining 
powers of the field rations which the 
British army carries on active service. 

Colonel Melville, a distinguished 
physiologist, is at the head of the 
medical men who are watching and 
| noting the result of the experiment. 
i The leader of the party, Captain Body, 
| like his men, is carrying the men’s or- 
| dinary fleld service equipment, whicn 

weighs over 50 pounds, and it must be 
worn throughout the march. Several 
types of equipment are being tried, in- 
| cluding the Mills-Borrow, which !s a 
|modificatiton of that used Dy § the 
Japanese. The field ration which of- 
ficers and men are using—the medical 
observers as well as the others—is as 
follows. 

One and one-quarter pounds weat or 
1 pound nominal preserved meat or 1 
salt meat. 

One and one-fourth pound bread or 
1 pound biscuit or 1 pound flour. 

Five-eighths ounce tea, 1-36 ounce 
pepper. 

One-fourth 
pound fresh 
vegetables. 

Two ounces sugar. 

One-half ounce salt. 

Splendid Health. 

The men start at 9 o'clock every 
morning, and march from fourteen to 
twenty miles. They reach their camp 
in the afternoon, cook their rations, 
aud have their one meal about 6 
o'clock. So far the men seem to 
think the quantity is rather fine, but 
they acknowledge that they do get a 
meal per day. On active service they 
might not get that. 

All are in splendid health. Only one 
man has been ill. He, it was found. 
had been eating ‘deadly’ nightshade 
berries. Army chiropodists inspect the 
men’s feet every night. Elaborate 
reports are to be submitted to the war 
office on the results of this simple 
die, non-drinking, and non-smoking 
march of the Loyal North Lancashires.

Notwithstanding General Reyes’ reti- 
cence, it can be positively stated that 
the object of his visit abroad is for 
the purpose of studying conditions in 
Europe, where compulsory military 
service exjsts, in order, if conditions 
warrant, that a plan may be formu- 
lated whereby such compulsory mili- 
tary service may be adapted to the 
needs of the Mexican republic.

“How many times have I neared 
death in races?” repeated Louis Chev- 
rolet. one of the stars who expects to 
thrill Atlantians with his wild dashes 
around the Speedway.

SERIOUS CHARGE 
AGAINST ENGLAND 


In-Connection With Dog- 
| ger Bank Affair. 


Former Chancellor at Berne 
Accuses Great Britain of 
_Making Preparations to Sink 
German Warships. 


Berlin, November 6.—The serious 
charge that Great Britain was involved 
in machinations against Germany at 
the time of the Dogger bank affair on 
October 22, 1904, is brought by former 
Chancellor of Legation von Rath, who 
served at Berne and Constantinople, 
in today’s issue of The Tag. 

The Dogger bank incident referred 
to was the firing on the Gamecock 
trawling fleet of Hull bv the Russian 
Baltic squadron under the delusion, as 
alleged, that the smacks were Japa- 
nese torpedo boats. Herr von Rath ac- 
cuses. Great Britain of having sta- 
tioned warships off Vigo and six sub- 
marines in the vicinity of Heligoland, 
preparatory to sink the German war- 
ships in the event of Germany taking 
sides with Russia in the then expected 
war. The commanders of British ves- 
sels, according to the writer, had di- 
rect orders from Downing street to 
watch the Germans and blow them into 
the alr in the event of suspicious 
movements. 

Other papers this afternoon comment 
upon the article from varying view- 
points. The Vossische Zeitung ridi- 
cules the charges against Great 
Britain, but The National Zeitung, al- 
| though placing the responsibility for 
the charges on Herr von Rath. says: 
| “We do not doubt for a moment that 
England took these measures.”

forces, won a decisive victory against 
six hundred government troops. 

The reports state that a hundred of 
the Zelayan soldiers were killed or 
wounded, and that the loss to the in- 
surgents was slight. General Diaz 
hadsharpshooters in the trees, who 
picked off a large number of the gov- 
ernment troops as they advanced. The

More 
than twenty cars were required to 
bring in the machines, and quite a 
number were unloaded. 

Among the are cars which have made 
for themselves names all over the 
country—cars driven by such men as 
Strang, Robertson, Aiken, MHarroun, 
Matson and a score of other drivers 
whose names are familiar wherever 
automobiles are known. 

The car which attracted the most at- 
tention, possibly, was that of Walter 
Christie, the famous “Christie Front- 
drive.” This car, a product of Mr. 
Christie’s own genius, is acknowledged 
to be one of the fastest, if not the 
fastest, cars ever driven anywhere, any 
time by anybody. Never yet has the 
peculiarily shaped machine been al- 
lowed to show just how fast itcan go. 
It is the only car in existence in which 
the driving power is communicated to 
the front wheels instead of the rear. 
Mr. Christie, it is stated, has spent al- 
most $500,000 in bringing the car to its 
present perfection, and he believes that 
he has the fastest machine in the 
world. He will make a trial spin at the 
Autodrome today. 

Another car which attracted no little 
comment was ‘“‘Hotchkiss Giant,’’ the 
particular pride of H. J. Kilpatrick, 
who asserts that he has what he con- 
Siders the fastest car in the world.

17'S INFAMOUS, 
SHOUTED WOMAN 


As Witness Gave Damag- 
ing Evidence Against Her. 


Some Witnesses Testify That 
Steinheil Was Familiar With 
the Escapades of His Wife. 
Witness Tells How Woman 
Was Bound and Gagged. 


Paris, November 6—Madame Stein- 
heil, who was led fainting from the 
court room yesterday. was not called 
to the stand when the trial was re- 
sumed today. somewhat to the disap- 
pointment of the spectators. Those 
who had witnessed the pramatic sit- 
uations of the past three days were 
prepared for new thrills today. The 
court, however. elected to continue the 
examination of the state's witnesses, 
which was begun after the accused 


woman had collapsed. 

The prosecution had announced that 
it would call sixty-seven witnesses, 
and three of these were heard late 
yesterday. The opening examination 
today was along the same lines, police 
witnesses being introduced, to  de- 
scribe the appearance of the Steinheil 
home and immediately after Adolphe 
Steinheil and his mother-in-law, Mad- 
ame Japy. had been murdered. The 
purpose of the testimony was to show 
that there were no evidences of a 
genuine character to support the 
claim of the widow that robbery was 
the motive for the crime. 

As upon preceding days, every one 
who had been granted permission to 
hear the case was on hand early. The 
intense interest of the public contin- 
ues, sympathy for the prisoner having 
failed to dull the edge of expectancy, 
or lessen the eagerness to learn the 
latest sensation of the now famous 
case. 

He Found Her Bound and Gagged. 

The first witness called today was 
Remy Couillard, formerly a servant in 
the Steinheil household, but who is 
now in the militarv service. He ap- 
peared in the uniform of a dragon. It 
was Couillard who discovered Mme. 
Steinheil bound and gagged in her 
bed, and the bodies of her husband 
and stepmother in adjoining rooms. 


He recounted today the story which*: 


he had told the police, but nothing 
new was developed. 

In his examination. special empha- 
sis was laid upon the condition in 
which Madame Steinheil was found 
and the way in which she was bound 
and gagged. Soon after’ the crime 
Couillard left the service of Madame 
Steinheil, and on November 21, 1908, 
he was arrested upon suspicion of 
having been implicated in the mur- 
ders. 

A pearl which Madame Steinheil had 
claimed was stolen from the home at 
the time of the murders had been 
found in his pocket, but after he had 
been held in jail for several days, he 
was released upon Madame Steinheil’s 
confession that she had placed the 
jewel in his pocket. She claimed that 
she had become convinced that the 


servant was guilty, and believing that 
if arrested he would confess, she 
planned to bring him into the custody 
of the police. 
Damaging to the Woman. 
Couillard’s testimony was damaging 
to the defendant. He insisted that 
when he found Madame Steinheil she 
told him only of a burglary, making 
no mention of her husband and step- 
mother, who lay dead in their rooms.

Crimson Piles Up 18 


Points on Red 
and White. 


Cambridge, Mass., November 6.—lIt 
was Harvard's plunging and “help the 
runner” attack and stonewall defense 
that defeated Cornell in the first meet- 
ing at football between the two uni- 
versities in twelve years, on. Soldiers 
Field, today, by a score of 18 to 0. 

One touchdown was made in the first 
half after eighteen minutes of play, 
and two more were added in the sec- 
ond with goals from all three. Twice 
in the first half Cornell managed to 
Struggie inside the Harvard 30-yard 
line, only to be hurled back by the 
charge of the Crimson forwards. There 
were fifteen distinct Crimson marches 
toward the Cornellian goal. In the 
ninety scrimmages in which Harvard 
had the ball, 453 yards were covered. 

Cornell players were always on the 
defensive, but showed some fine foot- 
ball and uncovered one of the most 
intricate, spectacular and well- 
executed forward passes that has been 
seen on Soldiers’ Field since this play 
was introduced into the game. The 
play netted Cornell a clean 25 yards, 
while the Harvard players stood like 
Statues waiting for some opponent to 
start running. 

Harvard was held to a single score 
in the first half, although the Crimson 
attack was twice within 25 yards of 
the Cornell goal line, without being 
able-to carry off forward passes. 

The touchdown came after 18 min- 
utes of play, the ball starting from 
the center of the field, and being jam- 
med over, principally by long plunges 
through the line by Minot. backed up 
by McKay and Leslie. Previous to this 
score, Harvard had jammed the ball 
by short, hard plays to the Cornel] 25- 
yard line, where Captain Fish muffed 
two forward passes. 

Cornell, however, successfully car- 
ried out one of the most spectacular 
forward passes ever seen on Soldiers’ 
Field, in which the ball was hurled 
30 yards to a player, who made 20 
yards more before he was thrown. Both 
sides kicked well, but the Harvard 
backfield was very uncertain.

The president's afternoon in 
lumbia was filled with interest. He 
was entertained at luncheon in the 
chamber of the house of representa- 
tives at the state capitol and remarked 
that South Carolina was the first state 
officially to greet him within the 
walls of its capitol. The only other 
president ever to visit Columbia was 
Washington, whose stay in the quaint 
old city is chronicled as having been 
an event in 1791. Like President Taft, 
Washington was entertained at lunch- 
eon in the state capitol. The building 
which housed President Taft today, 
however, was not the same, though it 
is old enough to bear the scars of a 
bombardment from Sherman's army. 

Following the evacuation of Colum- 
bia by General Wade Hampton ané 
the occupation by General Sherman, 
the entire business section of the city 
was burned. Consequently, the presi- 
dent today looked upon a strange ad- 
mixture of ante-bellum homes and 
aky-scrapers indicative of modern 
progress.

Leading Business Man Meets 
Tragic Death Near the 
Junction of Two 
Peachtrees.

WAS GOING TO MEET WIFE 
WHO HAD JUST RETURNED 
FROM AUTOSHOW OPENING 


After Being Struck, Mr. Ander- 
son Lay Prone on the Pave- 
ment and Other Cars Passed 
Over Him---He Was Rushed 
to Hospital, but Died as He 
Arrived. 


While on the way to meet his wife 
who had just returned from the Auto 
Show opening with a party of friends, 
Harvey L. Anderson, president of the 
Anderson Hardware Company, was run 
over and killed last night about 11 
o'clock by a speeding automobile near 
the junction of the two Peachtrees, a 
short distance from his home, 1085 
Peachtree, near Seventeenth street. 

Traveling at a frightful rate of 
speed, it is claimed, the car passed 
on, and was soon lost in the darkness, 
without the number of the machine be- 
ing ebserved. 

The accident occurred just as the 
outgoing car swerved to one side in 
order to pass an incoming one. 
stead of turning to the right, as it 
should have done, the turn was to the 
left. it is said, and Mr, Anderson was 
made a victim. 

Other Car Gave Chase. 

Perceiving that a man had been in- 
jured and that the offending car had 
failed to stop, the incoming car turn- 
ed and gave chase to the outgoing one, 
but after traveling a few blocks and 
finding it impossible to overtake the 
car in front, the pursuit was given up. 

In the meantime, as Mr. Anderson lay 
bleeding upon the ground, another car, 
coming at a rapid clip into the city, 
passed over his body. 

The machine stopped as soon as pos- 
sible and came back to the scene of 
the jnjury. Several other cars arrived 
at the same time, including that driven 
by Harvey Hill, the well-known law- 
yer, who, after visiting the Auto Show, 
had been out for a spin to Buckhead. 

Dr. Willis Jones, who had been call- 
ed in to attend the injured man, at once 
decided that he should be hurried to a 
hospital for treatment, as that was 
his only chance. Mr. Hill sent the 
ladies in his party home with friends, 
and placed his car at the disposal of 
Mr. Anderson. Carefully and tenderly 
the bleeding victim was lifted from

Chicago, November 6.—After an elab- 
orate dinner tonight at the Congress 
hotel, United States Senator Nelson W. 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, chairman of 
the National Monetary Commission, 
explained to the members of the Com- 
mercial Club, of Chicago, the opera- 
tions of the commission, and referred 
in a general way to its purposes. 

There were about 250 men at the ta- 
bles, and among them were a number 
of national renown, including former 
Senator Teller, of Colorado, who is a 
member of the commission; Senators 
Dick of Ohio, Owen of Oklahoma, Smoot 
of Utah, and Bourne of Oregon; Assist- 
ant Secretary Norton, of the treasury 
department; Professor A. Piatt Andrew, 
director of the mint, and former Goy- 
ernor Herrick, of Ohio. 

The occasion was regarded as of es- 
pecial importance because it brought 
out the first explanation by Mr. Aldrich 
of the plans of an organization which 
has been formed for the avowed pur- 
pose of reforming the financial system 
of the country, and ,the character of 
the company was quite in keeping 
with the dignity of the event. 

Central Bank Not Advocated. 

To those of his hearers who expect- 
ed Senator Aldrich to use the occasion 
for the promulgation of the central 
bank project, or any other plan .or 
theory of national finance, his speech 
must have been in the nature of a sur- 
prise. He declared at the outset “that 
the question of a definite plan for re- 
forming existing conditions has not vet 
been taken up. by the commission,” 
and he added that no plan would be 
adopted “until after an opportunity 
has been afforded for the most care- 
ful and exhaustive study of all the 
conditions that surround the problem.”

He exalted me to a pre- 
eminence among the insurgents which 
I do not deserve, but which I would 
be proud to occupy, and declared with 
a vehemence which you who know him 
will appreciate, that I had become an 
allv whose quadrennial business has 
been to carry the democratic banner to 
overwhelming defeat. 

Cennon’s Rainbow Phraseology. 


“Warming in his work, he made an- 
other speech a few days ago at Elgin, 
in which he repeated in all the colors 
of his rainbow phraseology the de- 
nunciation of those who committed the 
horrid crime of voting against the 
tariff bill, and again consigned them 
to the lowest depths of democratic 
perdition; and then to completely sat- 
isfy his lust for blood, he assigned 
to Senator La Fellette and myself a 
superheated chamber in this region of 
the damned.

“But the railway problem is not the 
only one which is jnsisting upon a so- 
lution. We must make up our minds 
quickly whether it is worth while to 
use the power of the government and 
Save competition as the controlling 
force in commerce.” 

Mr. Cummins said that the so-called 
anti-trust law, which is the only fed- 
eral prohibition against monopolies 
and combinations, is a miserable failure. 
“In my judgment,” he continued. “when 
competition goeg. our form of govern- 
ment will go with it. The protection 
which rivalry in husiness gives to 
the people is the one barrier that so- 
clalism cannot cross. The men who, 
in their lust for power and love of 
wealth, are trampling down this fun- 
damental principle of independent life, 
are the real socialists of the age.

tary science. When this record has 
been submitted, and time has been 
Ziven to analyze it carefully. we shal), 
before reaching any decision, ask the 
representatives of busimess interests 
throughout the country for an opin- 
ion as to what, if any, portion of it 
iS pertinent and valuable in the for- 
mulation of a plan for the United 
States. . 

“The problem is too serious to be 
Passed upon lightly. Too many great 
interests are involved; it touches at 
too many vital points the economic life 
otf the United States and its future 
development. The habits of our people, 
the relations which have been estab- 
lished between banks and their custo- 
mers, the methods with which our 
people have become familiar through 
long uSage under existing laws and 
customs, must all be taken into care- 
ful consideration in the determination 
of the character of remedies to be 
applied. Any radical changes must 
become opetrative only from time to 
time, ‘so as not to disturb these con- 
ditions and relations. 

“Our investigation, contemplating, as 
it does, an ultimate. thorough and scien- 
tific treatment of the whole subject 
is naturally divisible into .two im. 
portant branches—first, with refer- 
ence to note-issues; second, with refer- 
ence to the organization of credit or 
the requirements of our banking sys- 
tem. At the beginning of our in- 
Guiry I had the opinion, which I think 
is quite’ common, that the question 
of note-issue was the most important 
of the two; but further examination 
had led me to change my mind in this 
respect, and I now regard an efficient 
Organization of the credit and bank- 
‘ng& system of the country as much 
more important. 


As to Note-Issue. 


on am aware that in other coun- 
tries in the past, notably during the 
last half of the eighteenth century 
and the first half of the nineteenth 
the question of note-issue—that is to 
Say, Who should have. the right to 
issue bank notes, upon What condi- 
tions they should be issued, and the 
kind of security to be required—fur- 
nished the subject of most of the 
monetary d‘scussions of the time. In 
these countries, with a Single excep- 
tion, at the present time all thought- 
ful men, economists, bankers, students 
of the subject from every standpoint 
look upon the proper manner. and 
character of note-issue as no longer 
an open question or one of paramount 
importance. The conclusion has’ been 
reach with unanimity that bank note 
issues should always be made under 
governmental eontrol, or at least sub- 
ject to Strict government restrictions 
and limitations, and that this can only 
be successfully done through one cen- 
tral and exclusive bank of issue,

In the case of 
the great commercial nations of 
Europe, where human nature has cer- 
tainly most of the characteristics it 
has in our country, no widespread 
financial crisis involving a genera] 
suspension of credit institutions has 
occurred for nearly half a century. 
Evils to Be Guarded Against. 

“We are not able at this time to put 
into definite form the character of a 
credit organization we think desirable 
for the United States; but we can 
agree upon certain matters and. pro- 
visions that must be guarded against 
or eliminated from any possible 
scheme: 

‘1. It would be impossible to estab- 
lish any credit organization that would 
interfere with or control existing 
banks, or whose resources or credit 
could be used for speculative pur- 
poses; or that could possibly be dom- 
inated by the financial men or insti- 
tutions in one section of the country. 
We have many financial centers of 
varying importance in the United States 
between whom natural rivalries exist; 
and whatever form our organization 
might take, it Is necessary to guard 
against giving to one banking commu- 
nity any advantage ovér another. It is 
entirely true that the differences of in- 
terest in this respect between different 
sections of the country are likely to be 
greatly magnified. In a broad and gen- 
eral way, a policy which gives pros- 
perity to the country as a whole 
gives prosperity to every section, and 
adversity in one section is felt 
throughout the whole. 1 am aware that 
it would be difficult to establish this 
philosophic proposition in the face of

“In the statement that we were not 
vet able to adopt a definite plan for the 
United States, I did not intend to be 
understood as committing the commis- 
sion to a policy of hesitancy or delay. 
As soon ag the preliminary studies and 
conferences to which I have alluded 
can be had, the commision will at once 
enter upon the work of preparing a 
plan and report. It is, therefore, evi- 
dent that we shall not be able to pre- 
sent a plan at the coming session; but 
I have every reason to believe that we 
may be able to make a report at the 
beginning of the third session of the 
present congress. 

“T realize the necessity of action at 
the earliest moment consistent with 
thorough preparation. We might be 
able to go in a halting way for another 
decade with conditions remaining as 
they are; but a grave responsibility 
congress upon both the commission and 
congres if any considerable delay is 
permitted. 

Rivalry of Citles. 


“One of the difficulties which other 
countries have had to contend with has 
grown out of the rivalries existing be- 
tween great cities as to where the cen- 
ter of their financial system should be 
located. But the representatives of all 
cities in our country should remember 
that all centers are interested first in 
having our currency and our credit or- 
ganizations established on broad and 
firm national lines. It is of the first 
importance to all that the world’s 
financial] center should be located in the 
United States, where, by virtue of our 
prepondering resources and capital, it 
should logically be established. I real- 
ize fully that this cannot be achieved 
without the use of the agencies and 
methods which the world’s experience 
has shown to be indispensable in a 
competition of this kind. If we show 
the wisdom and the vigor of which we 
asa people are capable, Wwe may ex- 
pect in the not distant future to have 
our,supremacy acknowledged, and to 
see bills drawn on Chicago and accept- 
ed by the merchants and banks of this 
great city have a value and currency in 
the world’s markets equal to that of 
sterling bills drawn on London.”

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MOST DARING AUTO DEED 
OF A QUIET MECHANIC 


The most daring deed in the whirl-

Kelly didn't know what he was put- 
ting Driver Fredericks up against, 
and, to the mechanic's credit, he made 
no preliminary boasts, but calmly 
stretched himself out along the mud 
guard, wound his arm around the hot 
cylinder so he could reach the valve, 
and played upon its pistons as a cornet 
player works his instrument, keeping 
one eye upon Kelly and One e@ye upon 
the road ahead, so he could adjust the 
working of the valve to the irregular- 
ities of the road and the changes of 
gpeed they necessitated.

Canton, Ohio, November 6.—The seg- 
ration of negro and white children 
in orphan asylums and in state and 
municipal institutions wds recommend- 
ed in a resolution adopted at the State 
Conference om Charities and Correction 
here today.

PELLAGRA HAS LONG 
SCOURGED CHARLESTON 


Believed That the Disease Has 
Existed for Twenty 
Years. 


Washington, November 6.—There is 
a very general opinion among the local 
physicians of Charleston, &. C., that 
pellagra has existed there for probably 
twenty years or more, but incorrectly 
diagnosed as eczema, dysentery, in- 
testinal tuberculosis, ete., with demen- 
tia complications. 

The above statement is made in a 
report to the public health and marine 
hospital service by Acting Assistant 
Surgeon Sams, on duty in the South 
Carolina city. Hie savs pellagra, as 
such, has been but recently recognized, 
the first caSe having come under treat- 
ment in March, 19908. During that 
year there were five deaths, and a sim- 
ilar number have occurred thus far 
this year. 

A table is given showing condition 
in nineteen cases from the recognition 
of the disease in March, 1908, but Dr. 
Sams thinks that to be less than the 
actual number of cases.

Great Task That Lay Before the City and How the Chamber 


of Commerce Went to Work and What it Accomplished.

No better instance of Atlanta's abil- 
ity to meet unusual! conditions can be 
recalled than the preparations she has 
made for Automobile Week. It has 
become a habit with her to rise to 
emergencies with a promptness and a 
thoroughness that have given her a 
reputation wherever she is known, and 
that is everywhere. The story of these 
preparations is mighty interesting, and 
it is well worth the recital. 

Last June, less than six months ago, 
the 300 acres, more or less, where now 
the Atlanta Automobile Association has 
completed the splendid Speedway with 
all its equipment, were in little farms 
undisturbed by the noise and bustle of 
the great city less than ten miles away. 
But one day Atlanta was surprised, al- 
most startled, by the announcement 
of the plans for constructing the best, 
the safest and the fastest automobile 
track in the world, and it was to be 
two miles Jong. It was to be completed 
for races to be held in November. 

When substantial business men stud- 
ied over the proposition and realized 
the amount of capital required and the 
work that had to be done within such 
a limited time, they shook their heads. 
“It's too big, even for Atianta’—but 
there it is. 

Chamber of Commeree Acts. 

Early in September these same men 
realized what had been done by private 
capital, and what the projected events 
would mean for Atlanta. They woke 
up to the fact that other Atlantans had 
sccured for the city the exposition of 
the National Automobile Manufactur- 
ers, the first that had ever been held in 
the south; they saw what the enter- 
prise of the local newspapers had done 
in arranging a series of endurance or 
reliability runs, centering in Atlanta, 
and then they decided ¢+h-* something 
worthy of Atlanta should be done to 
recognize the accomplishments of pri- 
vate enterprise and to accommodate the 
big crowds of visitors—the biggest that 
had ever visited the Capital City. 

The Chamber of Commerce organiza- 
tion. the usual rallying center (for 
united effort. was utilized. President 
Asa G. Candler, at the request of many 
business men called a meeting of citi- 
zones, irrespective of membership in the 
Chamber of Commerce. The result was 
the appointment of a citi: eommit- 
tee of 125 members, which included the 
leading and most responsible men in 
the city. From these an executive com- 
mittee was named, with F. J. Paxon as 
chairman, and John E. Murphy, Brooks 
Morgan, R. J. Guinn and Sam D. Jones 
as associate members.

Work Not Yet Finished. 

The committe on information and 
public comfort has had to do an enor- 
mous amount of work, which will not 
be finished uptil the last race has been 
run and the last visitor has departed. 
From the beginning the committe be- 
lieved that en its efficiency depended 
as much as on that of any other com- 
mittee. perhaps more, the actual suc- 
cess of Auto Week. If it could meet 
the emergency of handling and making 
comfortable the theusands of visitors 
who would surely come to Atlanta, the 
city’s reputation for hospitality would 
be maintained, her guests would be 
satisfied and thev would accept future 
invitations to “come again.” 

The conditions it had to meet were 
that the capacity of the local hotels 
would be insufficient to accommodate 
the crowds. and, therefore, citizens 
must be asked to open their homes 
to visitors. It was impossible to esti- 
mate in advance how many visitors it 
would be called up&p to prepare for, 
but every traveler through Georgia 
and neighboring states and other parts 
of the country was questioned, every 
newspaper item was scanned that could 
have any bearing on the matter, and 
every bit of information seemed to 
swell the probable attendance.

telephone or mail and these were 
promptly mailed. 

In every case the price for entertain- 
ment in private homes cr boarding 
houses was recognized on the basis of 
the cost for one person for one day, 
and it is to the credit of Atlanta’s 
housekeepers that the cases of extor- 
tlonate charges were less than half a 
dozen—practically a negligible per- 
centage. 

The canvassers visited almost 8,500 
homes. With rare exceptions they met 
with interested listeners, and where 
they failed to secure promises of quar- 
ters, a reasonable excuse was given. 
Guests expected during Auto Week, 
all available rooms occupied, or sick- 
ness in the house were among these 
reasons. Many of the best homes in 
Atlanta have been opened for the ex- 
pected guests, most of whom will come 
as entire strangers to their hosts, and 
in hundreds of instances the inconve- 
nience will not be offset in any measure 
by the financial returns. 

2,800 Homes Will Be Opened. 

As it is, more than 2,800 homes, be- 
sides boarding houses, will be opened 
to visitors, and quarters for more than 
10,000 people, outside the hotels, have 
been provided. It should be said here 
that hotels have cooperated with the 
committee heartily. Applications to 
their managers for accommodations 
which they could not supply, have been 
referred by the hundred to the commit- 
tee, with request that its managers 
should ‘“‘do their best.” Valuable sug- 
gestions and information have come 
from them to the great assistance and 
appreciation of the committee. 

The committee has arrangements 
practically completed by which sleep- 
ing actommodations may be increased 
by several thousands. 

But the work of the committee was 
not completed, by any means. with the 
collecting of this information. From 
the information furnished on its forms, 
index cards were prepared on which 
were recorded the facts in hand by a 
system of/fsigns and letters and these 
cards were filed alphabetically. With 
these cards as the basis of reference, 
these facts were transcribed on long 
sbeets of paper properly ruled, so that 
the information might be available in 
the shortest possible period of time. By 
this method it is possible to nlace one 
man, Or a party of two or ten, or twice 
ten, at the prices and in the quarters 
they ask for, with or without meals and 
with reference to location. And it can 
be done in twenty seconds. 

It then remains to see that the visit- 
ing party reaches his destination in 
the shortest possible time. which 
means by the shortest route. The com- 
mittee has believed that its work will 
not be done until the visitor has been 
landed at the front door of the home 
to which he has been assigned. Ac- 
cordingly, it has openéd a bureau of 
information at each of the railroad 
stations, in addition to the central] bu- 
reau in the business part of the city. 

All Trains Are Met. 

Every train on its arrival is met by 
a representative of the committee, who 
directs visitors to the bureau in the 
station. At this office those who have 
reserved accommodations before com- 
ing to Atlanta are asked to show the 
card already sent them, giving the 
place where they are to be quartered, 
and they are directed how to reach 
this place. Those who have made no 
advance reservations are asked what 
Price they are willing to pay and the 
number of persons in their party. From 
the list in front of the manager, ‘a 
place is quickly chosen, the street and 
number is written on a card, and this 
is turned over to a representative of 
the street car company. who names the 


» found. 


line to be taken and where it can be 
Should the visitor appear bewilder- 
ed and desire further assistance, the 
lorse and horseless cabs are at his 
Service outside the station. Still fur- 
tner, the committee has provided re- 
lable messenger boys in appropriate 
Uniforms, whose service is offered to 
the stranger with the assurance that 
t blue-coated youngster will land 
hff- at his destination for a fee of 25 
cen-s and his ear fare both ways. This 
serv.ce is offered but, of course, its ac- 
gs is not obligatory on the vis- 
tor. 

The tystem, thus described, may seem 
intricate, but it has been worked out 
by Chairman Dobbs and the secretary 


of the committee to its simplest pos- 
sible form. They have been unable to 
reduce it to more elemental form, and, 
at the same time, meet the require- 
ments placed upon them. 

When it is considered that from 8,000 
to 12,000 visitors—perhaps more—will 
be accommodated each night through 
this committee, and, further, that com- 
paratively few reservations have been 
made in advance, it will be seen that 
the highest efficiency in the work 
must be had. 

Visitors Make Reservations. 

When the accommodations that At- 
lanta had to offer were listed by the 
committee, a strong effort was made 
to have as many as possible of the 
prospective visitors make their reser- 
vations before coming. A circular 
“reader,” announcing the appointment 
of the committee and its functions and 
the fact that its services were offered 
free of expense, both to Atlanta house- 
holders and to  Atlanta’s expected 
guests, was sent to more than two hun- 
dred newspapers in Georgia and the 
neighboring states and to papers in the 
northern. cities. These papers 
asked to insert the notice without 
charge, and only two of them replied 
to the committee that they wouldn't 
do it, and these two said they would 
give the space if they should receive 
in return season tickets to the auto- 
mobile "races and to the exposition— 
some ten or fifteen dollars in admission 
for 50 cents worth of space. But the 
committee had no tickets at its dis- 
posal. 

The requests that visitors make ad- 
vance reservations received com- 
paratively few replies, excepting from 
northern manufacturers and agents, 
who expected to have exhibits in the 
exposition. These were promptly fur- 
nished and acknowledged The strenu- 
ous urgency of the committee for these 
advance reservations has borne little 
fruit, and the work of the coming week 
and the inconvenience to visitors on 
their arrival here consequently have 
been large increased. 


The Tiger and the Elephant. 


In one of the deserts of Africa a 
tiger of uncommon size, agility and 
fierceness, committed the most dread- 
ful ravages. He attacked every animal 
he met with, and was never satiated 
with blood and slaughter. Resistance 
served only to increase ferocity, and 
passive timidity to multiply his vic- 
tims. 

When the forest afforded him no 
prey he lurked near a fountain of wa- 
ter, and seized in quick succession and 
with indiscriminate cruelty, the various 
beasts that came to drink. It happen- 
ed that an elephant stopped to quench 
his thirst at the stream whilst the 
tiger lay in the thicket. The sight of 
a creature so stupendous rather in- 
cited than restrained his rapacity. He 
compared his own agility with the un- 
wieldy bulk of the erephant, and 
bounded with open jaws at his pro- 
boscis. The elephant Instantly con- 
tracted it with great presence of mind, 
and receiving the tiger on his tusks, 
tossed it a considerable height in the 
a-r. 
Stunned with the fall, the tiger lay 
motionless on the ground, and the gen- 
erous elephant, disdaining revenge, ieft 
him to recover from his bruises. 

When the tiger came to himself (like 
the aggressor in a quarrel) he was en- 
raged at the repulse, and pursuing his 
injured and peaceable adversary, he 
again assailed him, but with double 
violence.

'He declares women drivers should be 
(encouraged, for, although they may 
lack nerve, at certain critica] junctures, 
they are on the whole more reliable and 
‘less reckless than men, and more apt to 
‘bring back their charges safe home 
|after a ride. 

| In discussing the matter, he said: 

| “Certain recallections induced by 
'what appear to be slurs upon the abil- 
ity of women to drive automobiles, 
come to me as I stop to consider the 
matter of women and motor cars in its 
(varying aspects. Il have always been 
la believer in the moter car for women 
and women for the motcr car. 

“It is unquestionably true, in the 
first place, that women are responsible 
for the buying of more automobiles 
than men. They may not appear in the 
salesrooms as the direct purchaser, but 
their influence is apparent in nearly 
every sale that is made. Family cars 
are bought more often to satisfy the 
tastes and wishes of the mother of the 
family than the father will always ad- 
mit. The automobile does not look 
properly equipped unless, as the old 
saying is, ‘there is a woman in it.’ 

“But lately there has been some dif- 
ference of opinion as to women’s suc- 
cess as drivers. To me this is a gross 
libel. If anything were needed to con- 
vince the average judge of car-driving 
of the futility of such a contention it 
is only necessary for him to reflect and

In the eyes of some pedestrians the 
automobile is like a runaway locomo- 
tive. off the track and tearing around 
through the drives and boulevards of 
the city. This conception is not far 
wrong when an automobile is driven 
by those who can not resist the tempta- 
tion to speed over good roads, those 
who are careless ang tbose who are 
reckless. There is little danger in 
running an automobile at the rate of 25 
miles an hour on a drive in which there 
is no one to be geen, but there are few 
piaces in a city where someone may 
not unexpectedly come oato the drive- 
way. either on foot or in some other 
vehicle. which makes accidents immi- 
nent. and frequently results, in a ma- 
chine going at a high rate of speed, in 
endeavoring to avoid a collision, being 
driven up over the curb and colid- 
ing with a lamp post. tree or wall, car 
being overturned and occupants in- 
jured. From the seemingly safe condi- 
tion of the drives. inviting speeding, 
have resulted some of the most serious 
and fatal accidents. Therefore high 
speeding is dangerous except in places 
set apart especially for that purpose. 

The careless driver !s continually 
getting into serious trouble and that 
his accidents are so few is due to the 
watchfulness and care of others. Such 
drivers freauently find themselves in 
a critical position with their machine, 
and in endeavoring to avoid one diffi- 
culty. run into another. These people 
are constantly frightening the public 
and cause perhaps an exaggerated fear 
of the automobile on the part of all 
pedestrians. The careless driver is as 
dangerous as the vicious one, though 
perhaps not ag culpable. 

Careless Driver Is Menace. 

The reckless driver !{s a continual 
menace to everyone using a crossing 
and a driveway. He geems positively 
to disregard the safety of others. He 
takes pleasure in seeing how near he 
can come to iniuring people without 
doing so. Such a driver is constantly 
laughing at the fright of others who 
have narrowly escaped being run down 
by him. and such conduct, of course, 
increases the prejudice against auto- 
mobiles. 

Such persons usually are not owners 
of machines. and it is to be presumed 
that when with their employers, their 
conduct is vroper, else their employv- 
ers would not continue them in thelr 
service. and it is therefore of the ut- 
most importance that an emplover 
should satisfy himself that his driver 
fs as careful. or even more so, when 
alone with a machine, than when with 
the owner. 

Most drivers. chauffeurs or owners 
are apt to disregard the ordinance rel- 
ative to the speed on turning corner 
or crossing intersecting streets. It is 
six miles per hour and it is important 
that it should be adhered to, for many 
accidents occur at these crossings on 
account of the disregard of this ordi-¢ 
nance. 

Owners Urzge Care. 

Chauffeurs who are not of proper 
age. or who are not physically or men- 
tallv sound. also greativ add to the 
dangers attendant upon motoring. 

a class. owners of automobiles 
careful and considerate in their 

ing. There are, however, some own- 
ers who are speeders, who are careless 
and who are reckless. Such drivers 
can only be reached through the of- 
ficers to whom is entrusted the safety 
of the public. 

Emplovers are very apt to add to the 
dangers of automobiling by their sup- 
port of their chauffeur in violations of 


the law. 

If a chauffeur is arrested for sneed- 
ing. his emplover, instead of leaving 
him to settle his own difficulties, will 
do what he can to defend him, and will 
usually. without investigation, give 
credence to the chauffeur’s story and 
disregward the police officers’ side of 
the matter. Officers certainly have no 
reason for arresting rnarties who are 
not violating the law and as a fact do 
not do so. It will greativ lessen the 
danger of automoblilinge if emplovess 
will not uphold thelr chauffeur in the 
violating of the speeding law.

The far-famed “Atlanta Spirit” never 
achieved a greater triumph than the 
securing of the National Automobile 
Show for Atlanta, which comes to a 
close on Saturday night, November 13. 

This wonderful achievement was in- 
snired by an editorial which appeared 
in The Constitution on January 28, 
1909, which is reproduced with this 
article. It is from the date of this 
editorial and upon the lines suggested 
in it that the successful fight which 
culminateq in the securing of this 
automobile show was waged. 

Following the great Good Roads 
awakening throughout the south, and 
especially in Georgia, there naturally 
came a renewed interest in automobil- 
ing, made so pleasantly possible by 
the use of these good roads. 

Constitution’s Suggestion. 

The Constitution in the editorial 
mentioned gave the vital suggestion 
for an Automobile Show, which swept 
over the city, state and country like 
the proverbial “wildfire.” At first it 
was only thought that a dealers’ show, 
such as several dozen automobile cen- 
ters hold annually, could be secured. 
but the magnificent enthusiasm with 
which the suggestion of an Aut 3mo- 
bile Show was met, especially by the 
merchants, business men, automobile 
dealers and automobile owners, that 
the show speedily outgrew the orig- 
inal plan and entered upon the mag- 
nificent proposition which it finally 
took. 

The first step toward securing this 
show after the editorial suggested ang 
the wealth of strong interviews given 
this paper indorsing the 
show, was the organization of the au- 


tomobile dealers of Atlanta into the 
corporation of the Atlanta Automobile 
Trades Association, with E. W. Gans 
as its president.

_ Committee Goes Out. 

Only the biggest and best was good 
enough for Atlanta, and, hitching their 
automobile wagon to a star, these or- 
fanizationg appointed a special com- 
mittee to go out after a national show, 
Such as is held in only two cities in 
the unilon—Chicago, where the two 
shows are combined in one, and in 
New York City, where each associa- 
tion holds a separate magnificent ex- 
hibition. 

On April 7 the Atlanta committee 
went to New York to attend a meet- 
ing of the national executive com- 
mittee of the National Automobile As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, to put the 
proposition up to them and ask them 
to sanction a show. to be helg tn At- 
lanta during November. 

The Atlanta delegates which put 
this startling proposition up to this 
executive committee was composed of 
the following: J. S. Cohen, Charles I.

The modern profession of piloting au- 
tomiobile cars in races, to which many 


one, not only to those who have already 
cut their motor teeth, but to the gen- 
eral public as well. 

The racing driver, with his goggles 
and gauntlets, and face smeared with 
grease and dust, ts a picturesque fel- 
low. He is a hero in the eyes of man 
and echild—also woman. Ordinarily 
people pay little attention to a motor- 
ist on the street, except to leap from 
his path at the sound of the “honk,” 
but the driver behind the low, lithe 
form of a racer attracts notice and 
s}mpathy as well as admiration of 
every one. The prospect of sensation, 
and even death. arouses the interest. 
Throngs press around the car to get a 
close view. not that there is anything 
so very new about it, but because the 
driver and machine will soon leap into 
a contest where daring skill and cast- 
iron nerve ard going to count. 

Pilots Form Tweo Classes. 

Racing pilots may generally be 
classed in one of two main divisions— 
read and track racers. The man’s per- 
sonal abilities determine his classifica- 
tion, and sometimes one driver is gooua 
for both, but this is rare. Track work 
is considered harder and more hazard- 
ous, 

Ralph De Palma, who is recognized 
by many experts as the coming driver, 
was talking with some friends a few 
days ago regarding the difference in 
the two stvles of driving from a driv- 
er’s standpoint. De Palma, who has 
been driving racing automobiles onl’ 
a year, has had one of the most me- 
teoric careers in the history of the 
sport. After making his debut at 
Briarcliff, where he made a good show- 
ing, he soon followed by breaking the 
world’s circular mile record at St. Paul, 
Minn., when he made a lap with the 
Flat Cyclone in :51 flat. Then came 
the grand prize at Savannah, in which 
this driver distinguished himself by 
scoring the two fastest laps of the con- 
test. Some of De Palma’s more recent 
victories were with the Cyclone at the 
New Orleans Mardi Gras meet, where 
he entered seven events and won every 
one of them, incidentally shattering the 
former world’s 10-mile record, when 
he whirled ten laps in 9:11 2-5. At 
Daytona he won the Minneapolis trophy 
for the Fiat Company and also made 
a& new world's 120-mile record of 
93:44 3-5, all of which is some perform- 
ance. On Decoration day at the Wilkés- 
barre hili-climb his driving was most 
sensational . 

“Track racing differs principally from 
road contests so far as the driver is 
concerned, in the matter of taking the 
turns,” said De Palma. He did not 
Know that his optnions were to appear 
in print, for he is one of the few driv- 
ers who are really modest, and has 
noither a swollen head nor the popular 
itch for publicity. “On an oval mile or

When the Atlanta ‘possum banauet 
was xziven in honor of President Taft, 
the presiding officer was a smiali, grav- 
haired man. whose countenance bétrayv- 
ed a mixture of keenneess and kindli- 
ness—the latter perhaps emphasized by 
the plain spectacles he wore. 

At the vroper point in the program 
the presiding officer arose to carry out 
the formal duties with which he had 
been honored. He began in a voice 
that was penetrating, but scarcely mu- 
gical. and that auickly rose to a high 
pitch.

Not manv persons know Candler, the 
man. intimately: therefore, it mav be 
caid franklv that in the majority of 
instances when he is. discussed, Nhis 
wealth is the basis of any comment on 
him. Not all of the comment is com- 
plimentary—there is, in fact, a wide 
divergence of opinion on the subject 
of Asa G. Candler: so much so it was 
not difficult to believe that not only 
has he accomplished a great deal, but 
{is indeed genuinely interesting in him- 
self. 

Here are two viewpoints: 

The first: “Asa Candler is close-fisted 
about everything but the Methodist 
church. He has always been a fool for 
luck. and made his money without anv 
effort. Now he thinks he owns all the 
town and most of the state. He brought 
on vrohibition to sell more coca-cola.” 

The second: “Asa Candler is Atlan- 
ta’s most important asset. He believes 
in Atlanta. His biggest money was 
made out of a mixture of Atlanta clay 
and Candber grit. When prohibition 
hit Atlanta, and this blow was joined 
with’ a country-wide panic, Asa Can- 
dier literally held up the real estate 
market of Atlanta—in fact, he sent 
prices up.” 

The dissimilaritv of the foregoing 
views was positivelv fascinating. Asa 
G. Candler might be a big man finan- 
clallv. but he loomed uv larger now 
as a “human docum 5 

For myself. I learne: ..iuch about Asa 
Candler's life and work in Atlanta, his 
indubitable idealism. his original fash- 
jon of making principle picturesque and 
his unexhilaratinge way of robbing dra- 
matic incidents of their color by his 
almost cold affirmation, or equally cold 
and calm recital in figures. And in 
the end. I spent three pleasant hours 
with a verv gentle, vet determined 


man, whose speeches in public are not 
comparable to his conversation. and 
whose eloauence falls short of the 
Diain. keen enigrammatic sentences 
spoken as he sat in the library of his 
quiet home in Inman Park. 


Avpvrenticed at Nething Per Year. Can- 
dier’s Start. 

The earliest Candler home, however, 
was not in Inman Park, but near Villa 
ktica, Carroll county, Georgia, where 
Asa Candler was born. in 1851. His 
father. Samuel Charles Candler, named 
Villa Rica for a South American town. 
and later named Asa G. @€andler after 
an Eneglish-Irish armcestor. Not one 
whit unlike the babyhood and boyhood 
days of another were his¢ Young Asa 
gave no special indication of any latent 
possibilities beyond the normal. There 
is no record of fiduciary precocity. The 
main incident of the boy’s life was the 
war—it broke into his opportunity for 
completing his education. At 17 he 
was plowing and working with his 
brothers on a 176-acre farm. Two years 
more of attempt at getting an educa- 
tion. and then at 19 young Asa appren- 
ticed himself to a druggist in Carters- 
ville. Ga.. and studied medicine under 
Dr. Thomas H. Baker. As an appren- 
tice, Asa received nothing per month 
for the first vear. $15 a month the 
second year, and $25 a month the third 
year. 

At the age of 21 yaars he determined 
to go to Atlanta and get a job. On Jan- 
uary 7, 1873. having been promised a 
Dlace with a wholesale druggist. he 
landed in Atlanta. The feb wasn't 
ready. but the young man had a trunk, 
a note for salary due him, $2 in cash 
and an intention to get a job. 

All day long he hustled for a jiob— 
and the weather was cold and growing 
colder. At 9 o’clock that night he en- 
tered the drug store of Dr. George J. 
Howard. whose daughter Asa Candler 
afterwards married. Dr. Arch Avery, 
the chief prescription clerk, was sitting 
on a counter, and as the young appli- 
cant entered, asked what he wished. 

at ae, Ma replied Candler, “I’ve got 
my certificate—” 

“When can vou go to work?” asked 
Dr. Avery. 

“Right now,” was the reply. 

“All right. I'll give you my fob,” 
was the answer that amazed the young 
applicant: and while he protested that 
hée didn’t want to take a man’s job 
from him, Dr. Avery led young Can- 
dier to Dr. Howard and introduced 
them. Candler again applied for a iob. 
Dr. Howard said he had none. Dr. 
Avery explained that he had just re- 
signed. In a few minutes the matter 
was arranged. 

The next morning the first clerk to 
reach the drug store found, shivering 
on the outside a young man who had 
been waiting an hour in the biting, 
freezing wind. Asa Candler usually 
arrives first now, but he brings a key 
along. 

In 1874 Asa Candler’s 
and he felt it was his duty to go to 
Villa Riea and there assist his broth- 
ers to straighten out the farm and get 
it ready to sell. Dr. Howard had learn- 
ed the young man’s value, and offered 
him a large raise of salary to stay, 
but to no avail, The following vear 
the young man returned, was made 
senior clerk and held this place until 
Dr. Howard, in 1877, announced that he 
was going to move from his site at the 
corner of Peachtree and Auburn 
nue to the site now vccupied by 
Fourth National bank. 

Both young Candler and Dr. How- 
ard’s head salesman protested. They 
pointed out that the place was well 
known, that the drue store had been 
there many years. that someone else 
would get the same store and would 
naturally Keep a 
trade. 

Dr. Howard thought not. So firmly 
was young Candler convinced that the 
move was a bad one, he entered a part- 
nership under the name of Hallman & 
Candler: each partner put-in $2,500. the 
junior member having to borrow $500 
to equalize. This was in 1878—four 
years later Asa Candler pald $22,000 
for Hallman’s share, and called the 
firm A. G. Candler & Co. It was not 
long before Dr. Howard recognized that 
he had lost a hustler in his son-in-law, 
so he bought into A. G. Candler & Co.., 
and it became Howard & Candler. 

In 1886 Dr. Howard decided to move 
to Augusta, and the firm became A. G, 
Candler &. Co. In 1889, Asa Candler 
found himself in bad health, $50,000 itn 
debt and coca-cola on his hands—he 
had arranged for the original owner 
to sel] to another party, but Candler 
finally had to pay the notes, so took 
over coca-cola. 

To get some money, Asa Candler sold 
his drug business—sold it by sending 
out catalogs whcih he revised every ten 
davs. So just twenty vears ago—at 
the age of 38—-he had property valued 
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N preparing for a journey the tele-

The next year coca-cola began to 
show its possibilities, and Asa Candler 
began to take an added interest in At- 
lanta real estate. From now forward 
the story of Asa G. Candler begins to 
show in nearly every phase of Atlanta's 
substantial progress. 

Unique Story of a Big Building and a 
Suggestion of Idealism. 

The transaction that brought to Can- 
dler a complete confirmation of his be- 
lief in the great values in Atlanta real 
estate came about in 1906, when he 
purchased the First Methodist church 
site. which is bounded on the north by 
Houston street, on the east by Prvor 
street and on the west by Peachtree 
street. When the first move was made 
to sell this old church site (where the 
Candler building now stands) he pro- 
tested that not only was the price of- 
ferred not enough, but that the 
ground should not be sold. However. 
the sale was made, and Candler refused 
to go into*the syndicate that bought 
the ground for $100,000. 

The syndicate held the property for 
a couple of years and decided that it 
ought to be improved. It was prac- 
tically agreed that a series of small 
buildings should be erected, and rent- 
ed to any available tenant. Candler 
heard the plans and decided that the 
site of the old church deserved and 
should have better treatment. He Iin- 
structed a real estate agent to learn 
for what sum the property could be 
purchased. 

In the meantime he told a few close 
friends of what he intended to do-— 
that he would buy the land and erect 
a great building that would beautify 
the place. 

Friends—some of 
advised against it. 

“Too far from Whitehall street,” 
one. 

“The town is growing,’ 
dler. 

“Thev’ll want at least $125,000 for it.” 
said another. 

“T’'ll pay $150.000 rather than 
the property covered with little build- 
ings.”’ 

In the end he paid $165,000 for it. 

“‘T had been “thinking a good deal 
about the old church and ground,” ex- 
plained Mr. Candler in our talk, “and 
since the lot was to be used for com- 
mercial purnoses. I felt that it ought 
to be*adorned by a building that would 
not only be magnificent. but beautiful. 

“Well. some folks thought me foolish 
—gsaid the town wouldn't come up in 
that direction for some time. Any- 
way. it seemed a shame not to put up 
a building that would be an honor to 
the old church site—a beautiful build- 
ing. 

“Do vou know.” digressed Mr. Can- 
dler. almost apologetically, “every time 
I see a bare space of land, or ugly, 
weather-worn. untenable places, I feel 
like I want to heln them become at- 
tractive. I guess it sounds silly be- 
cause I can’t quite explain what I 
mean.” 

It didn’t sound silly. for his senti- 
ments were sincere and from the soul; 
but he felt awkward in his expression 
because he was being moved by an 
ideal, and what he said sprang from 
that inner self apart from the dollars- 
and-cents man. ; 

How this purchase of the old church 
site brought vividly to Candler the 
value of Atlanta real estate is a short 
and simple story: The land purchased. 
he decided to build at once. Having 
some real estate which he had bought 
during the previous ten vears, he sent 
a list of this realty to an agent with 
the request for an appraisement, but 
giving no information as to the prices 
paid. 

Three davs later the agent reported: 

“Mr. Candler. I doubt if I can sell 
the property on vour list for more than 

300.000.” 

“What's that?’ inquired the owner. 

“Not more than—at least, not much 
more than—$300,000,”" replied the agent,

The 
members believed the club had a great 
future, but nearly all the members 
were young men who were not able 
financially to assist in getting a new 
place—and it had been decided to pur- 
chase a lot and build.

Wrote Story of Progress

All Over the South for 


The Constitution. 


From Richard H. Edmonds, Editor 
Manufacturers’ Record.) 
Baltimore, Md., November 3, 1909. 

' Editor Constitution: In working for 
the building of good roads through- 
out Georgia as The Constitution has 
so vigorously and for so long a time 
been doing, it has been working for 
the highest and best development of 

the people of the whole state. 

Inagreat religious convention held 
ir the south a few vears ago the 
president, in his annual address re- 
viewing the religious activities of his 
denomination, urged that it wag in- 
cumbent upon all church workers of 
the south to aid to the utmost of 
their ability in securing the building 
of good roads. “Of what avail,” said 
he, “will be our efforts to advance 
the building of churches in the small- 
er towns and country districts if im- 
passable roads for five or six months 
of the year make attendance impos- 
sible?” The building of good roads, 
as he regarded the subject, was a Chris- 
tian duty, and among the activities 
suggested by him for work for the 
advancement of religious life in the 
sonth, the awakening of the peopie 
to the importance of good roadg was 
stressed as oneof the essential things. 
No man who studies the matter can 
look upon it in any other light. 

It is doubtful if there is any greater 
influence for the betterment of life, 
the advancement of every influence 
‘f civilization, Christianity anu educa:

the south than that of good roads. 
Transportation is the rundamental 
thing in all human affairs. We must 
move from piace to place; we must 
i;avel by rail or water or land; goods 
(} all kinds, the product of the farm 
cra of the factory alike, must be 
transported.

The advance made in human af- 
fairs by the building of railroads is 
scarcely greater than would be the 
advance made if the same energy, the 
Same vast expenditure which has 
been put into the building of rail- 
rcads could be turned into the build- 
ing of good highways. If _ sud- 
Genly overnight throughout the 
land the more than a million miles 
of country roads could be transform- 
ed from a bad, and at times an al- 
most ‘impassable, condition to first- 
class roads, the increase in the profits 
of the farmers, the development of the 
business interests of the country, the 
possibilities of advance in education 
and religious work would be beyond 
comprehension. We may not be able 
overnight to work such a miracle, and 
possibly we will appreciate’ the 
achievements all the more after the 
struggle necessary to securing them. 
The people who are _§ sufficiently 
broadminded and energetic to build 
good roads will be the people to get 
the benefit. 

It is to be regretted that the back- 
ward community, like the vackward 


man, cannot share equally in human! 


advancement brought about by the 
stimulation of good roads, but it is 
one of the laws of existence that he 
who achieves must work.

Plans contemplating the expenditure 
of between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000 
for the permanent improvement of 
highways in the south and 
been launched during 
twelve months. Some of them 
taken form in 
work already done; some have resulted 
in direct taxation or in the 
issue of state, county or township 
bonds, and others, involving the ques- 
tion of bond issues, are still to be de- 
termined by voters. 

These plans are a demonstration 
the deep and widespread. practical 
terest in a movement that will advan- 
tage the south beyond the outcome of 
any Other action that has been taken 
for its benefit within recent years. So 
momentous is this movement, so full of 
definite promise and so bound to ex- 
pand as details of it become known, 
that The Manufacturers’ Record has 
undertaken a census of southern good 
roads sentiment as embodiedin reports 
from county officials and others in the 
fourteen southern states and in Okla- 
homa and Missouri, closely allied to 
them, interested in the question of 
highway improvement. The results of 
our canvass are published in the fol- 
lowing 17 pages of local reports cover- 
ing nearly a million square miles of 
territory, most of which has only re- 
cently begun its real material develop- 
ment. 

Such records of county public, opinion 
on this vital subject have never.beforc 
been made, and an analysis of them is 
full of interesting and valuable sug- 
gestions for good roads advocates, not 
only in the south, but in the whole 
country. They tell of facts accom- 
plished, of projects well under way, of 
varying sentiments, of aids to the move- 
ment and of its impediments. As to 
definite accomplishments, allusion is 
made of the use of a portion of the 
funds available under the _ $5,000,00u 
state bond issue authorized in Mary- 
land and under the Shoemaker law for 
the reinforcement of county funds; of 
the cooperation of the state and the 
counties in Virginia; of the authoriza- 
tion of the use of convicts in Georgia 
and of like employment of them in Lou- 
isiana; of the great progress made un- 
der taxation in parts of North Carolina 
and of the hearty and liberal support 
of bond issues in Tennessee, Texas, Ala- 
bama and other states. 

One. who describes himself as a gen- 
eral roustabout. in stirring up inter- 
est in an Alabama county, tells how, 
more than 
125 miles of roads have been graded, 
with results so satisfactory that the 
people of the county are now willing 
to vote $120,000 of bonds under certatn 
conditions. The recent vote of $100.000 
of bonds in another county is regarded 
evidence of a strong sentiment

IMMENSE EXPENSE ALWAYS INVOLVED 
IN COLLECTING ZOOLOGICAL EXHIBIT 


Few persons have any conception of 

the great expense involved in getting 
together a comprehensive zoological 
exhibit. One reasons that the jungles 
of India and the wilds of Africa are 
full of wild animals, where it- is only 
necessary to trap them and send them 
to any point desired. 
.» Why, then, should id 
giraffe cost from $10,000 to $12,000, 
and a hippopotamus $6,000? The large 
dealers in wild beasts can explain the 
query, as can the circus owners. The 
former will tell one that no business 
is as risky—that most of the rare wild 
animals come from Africa, and that 
these beasts must be trapped up behind 
the Zambes!i, which means 2,000 miles 
of toilsome journey before even a start 
is made. 

The man in charge of one of these 
trapping expeditigns must be experl- 
enced, resourceful; must know § the 
country, the languages and dialects and 
be something of a physician as well. 
Fearful risks are taken, é¢specially from 
fever, and the men are proportionately 
well paid. 

Expenses Are Enormous. 


Barnum & Bailey have two men. in 
their employ the year round at big 
pay in Africa. Expensés are also paid, 
and these are very often enormous. 
Native carriers must be employed by 
the score. They are canny enough to 
know their worth, and get good wages. 
Each porter is supposed to carry 60 
pounds, and merely the charge on such 
a load from the coast up to the great 
lakes is from 2 to 3 shillings a pound. 
Provisions in large quantities must be 
carried, also a large amount of cloth, 
beads, etc., to cajole the natives for 
fresh supplies and information. A 
young bull rhinocerous sent to the Bar- 
num show some years ago, cost in the 
interior, where it w&s trapped, $6,500, 
and this expense was almost doubled 
before the brute was brought to the 
coast and put aboard ship. 

That terrible pest, the tsetse fly, also 
helps to contribute to the great cost 
attached to the work. Its bite is fatal to 
horses, mules and oxen, and makes hu-

man transport the only feasible means 
of carriage. 

The item of traps is a keen one. Lions 
are taken in a great net some 18 feet 
Square and rimmed by a very powerful 
elastic band. Such a net cogts from $200 
to $300 by the time it reaches the scene 
of action, where it is set over a pit 
near a water hole. Portable bamboo 
cages are also a requisite for the trans- 
portation of the captive animals. The 
tyro who trapped a rhinoceros in a 
pit in the middle of Africa, would be 
equally puzzled as to how to get the 
beast out, or when out, how to get to 
the coast. An inclined plane must be 
dug from the first, and the brute, half- 
tamed by hunger and f¥fight, must be 
securely shackled with chains and 
ropes, and so led through tangled for- 
ests and over sands and stony plains 
for hundreds of miles at great risks to 
the lives of all concerned. 

Food and Water Necessary. 

Food and water are necessary, and if 
the country be sterile these commodi- 
ties must be carried. The hunted rhi- 
noceros is the very epitome of fight 
and gameness, but after capture gives 
up quickly and dies if not properly fed. 

The two most difficult creatures to 
trap and bring to the coast are the 
giraffe and zebra. The latter can only 
be caught in high, barren hills, and 
with the utmost difficulty. Once 
caught the zebra becomes a tough prop- 


osition, doing most of his 
with his heels. 

The giraffe is ultra shy, and his 
transportation after capture a serious 
matter. They stand so high and the 
legs are 8s0 pipe-stemmy that their 
safe conveyance is called something of 
a feat. This animal is as tender as a 
baby, and has a heart-breaking way 
of shuffling off the mortal coil after a 
circus has made a daring investment in 
One or more. The Barnum show has 
been very fortunate in this respect. Out 
of the original purchase of four, it has 
lost only one in ten years. 

Their rarity in this country !{s due 
pnot only to the immeuse cost involved, 


but to the fact also that safe arrival

in America will not be guaranteed. 
Very often they die on shipboard. 
There are less than ten giraffes in the. 
country, and vet the animal dealers of 
the continent could probably supply 
three or four at a moment's notice, 
whereas they might require months, or 
even a year Or more, to fill an order for 
a hippopotamus or rhinoceros. 
Two Years for a Khino. 

James A, Bailey waited two vears for 
an order for a “‘rhino’’ to be filled, and 
al} that time had an expedition 
financed by himself in quest of one. 
Even when the animals are safe at the 
port for shipment, the worry is far 
from over. Tropical beasts must be 
@radually hardened to the climatic 
changes. Cape Town is the starting 
place for many of the trapping parties, 
and huge storehouses are fitted there 
to protect the captives from a sudden 
change of climate. The temperature of 
the lions’ cages is slowly lowered by 
means of ice. Other types of the ‘‘cat”’ 
family are acclimated in similar fash- 
ion, Then comes the tremendous care 
agd -.expense to land the animals in 
America, only to have many of them dle 
in transit, or before being placed on 
exhibition. All these things contribute 
to the almost prohibitive cost of some 
of the animals, and may be clted as 
reasons why only the very large zoos 
and circuses can stand the cost. 

The Indian tapir perhaps attracts but 
little attention at the circus, and yet it 
is a most expensive animal. But some 
animals are practically priceless. The 
gorilla may be mentioned as one. Many 
specimens have been caught and 
brought to the west coast of Africa, 


but this man-like creature is so habit- 
‘uated to the steamy nature of its own 


forests that it cannot live elsewhere. 
None have ever been seen in this coun- 
try. 

Some success is had with the chim- 
panzee. One was purchased b ythe Bar- 
num show recently, and there are sev- 
eral being exhibtied in the vaudeville 
houses throughout the country. They 
are very susceptible to tubercular trou- 
bles, and it is a difficult matter for a 
circus to maintain one. 


Lions Not So Expensive. 

Lions cost anywhere from $400 to 
$1,200, a full-grown, jungle-bred type 
bringing the latter figure, and 
sometimes more, Tigers will.cost 
a bit more. Elephants 
be had much under. $2,000 
the rough, and ag they are trained to 
do “‘stunts,’’ their value to owners rap- 
idly increases. Most of the performing 


pachyderms are of the Asiatic variety, 
as they are more intelligent and 
amenable to training than the African 
type. Camels, full grown and of the 
Siberian breed, cost from $400 to $600. 
Hyenas are comparatively inexpensive. 

The Barnum show recently bought 
two Grevy zebras, paying $2,200 for the 
pair. They are very unlike the ordl- 
nary zebra seen at zoos. Monkeys are 
relatively cheap, as are llamas and ala- 
pacas. The Polar bear is expensive 
and hard for a traveling outfit to keep. 
The same applies to the huge Kadiack 
bear of Alaska. It is within the 
bounds of conservatism to say that a 
quarter of a million dollars would not 
replace the collection of animals that 
the Barnum & Bailey circus brings to 
the door, almost, of thousands of people 
during its annual tour, and it might bé 
years before some of the types could 
be replaced, for, as shown, it is not al- 
together a question of money. 

For the untraveled and those living 
away from the permanent zoos main- 
tained by the larger municipalities, the 
coming of the circus, with its animal 
display, may be looked upon as-~ dis- 
tincly educative, for the first helpful 
lessons in natural history are taught 
the majority of children just outside 
the cage bars of the itinerant menag- 


erie.

Of these allied 
interests the manufacture of automo- 
biles has fathered more probably than 
any other single industry. 

With the American tendency to spé- 
olalize, and the habit of the American 
consumer to demand everything that is 
new and te seize, once that stage is 
passed, upon everything that is useful 
and time saving, it was inevitable that 
the industry here should almost from 
the start assume certain features posi- 
tively startling to the originator of the 
industry. : 

The’ question of who invented the 
gasoline motor and first thought of 
applying that principle to a self-pro- 
pelling vehicle is of little relative im- 
portance. The fact is that it was in 
Europe that the automobile was de- 
veloped into something with commer- 
cial possibilities, and it is there that 
the painstaking and laborious exper'i- 
ments were made that were necessary 
and carried on. 

American Pioneer Makers. 

Here in America were men who saw 
what was coming, and who were work- 
ing at the problems involved. Among 
these pioneers stand out most promi- 
nently being such men as Duryea, 
haynes and Selden. But something 
more than that was needed. Smal! 
bodies of enthusiasts had to work at 
the problem from every angie. It was 
not work,for one man, and = experi- 
ments involved a use of money 
use of costly time by a large number 
of individuals working separately but 
along the same line, with “~ no tan- 
gible results to cheer them along. 

There the American temperament en- 
ters into the situation. Americans in 
the mass can work out definite prob- 
lems with thoroughne and.a speed 


and ai 


nation. But it is not a national gift to 
work along slowly and perseveringly, 
seeking something seen only in the dim 
future. Fulton and men of his type 
are rare. We develop rather men of 
the genius of Edison and Bell, whose 
minds, as reduced fac simile, are every- 
where to be seen in American industry, 
leaping like nightning to conclusions 
‘they know are there to be reached, 
bridging chasms of the unknown with 
brilliant theory that must be proved 
by the event. ’ 

Thus after the first painful gropings 
had been accomplished, and it was seen 
that a definite future lay before the 
automobile, hundreds of brilliant Amer- 
icans began to concentrate their 
thoughts and their work on the defin- 
ite problems that separated them from 
the ultimate goal of perfection. 

What Has Been Accomplished. 

These men have built up the indus- 
‘try in America, have put it in the first 
‘rank, and have seen with unerring 
‘judgment the chance for specialization. 
'They have worked out superb selling 
organizations, developed the stock cat 
race, and made the automobile a factor 
of national life. They have reduced 
the cost, and have made a small fast 
‘car almost essential to the physician. 
‘Every doctor who uses a car is a po- 
}tential, indeed a powerful, selling agent 
\for his car. unconscious though he may 
|be of his function. 

A much similar development is now 
taking place in aviation. The Wright 
brothers and Glenn H. Curtiss are new 
in a similar position to the pioneer au- 
tumobile manufacturers of eight and 
‘ten years ago. Through years of dis- 
‘couragement and effort they have 
| worked out the problem, facing death 
lin their work. Now the reward seems 
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to the early pioneers with the automo- 
bile. 

So the history of the American auto- 
mobile industry has been largely one of 
development. It has been the function 
of the builders here to broaden the use- 
finess of the car, to’ increase its field 
and scope, and to bring it into touch 
with every phase of national life. 

Moderate-Priced Car Here. 

The American automobile industry 
is now firmly established. It has passed 
thr@ugh its period of infantile diseases, 
end is ready to take its proper place in 
the world and lead the way as Ameri- 
can industries should. Already its les- 
son of cheap and medium priced cars 
has been learned abroad and the for- 
eign manufacturers are falling into 
line. 

There is little more to be sald as to

ica. It has become more a part of 
national life than in any 
It has built roads and broadened 
whole communities. It has proved it- 
self of inestimable value in the huge 
fields of the west, where a farm is as 
large as a whole English domain. It 
is a great force in the life of the whole 
country, and the industry to which it 
has given birth is safely established 
upon a firm foundation of prosperity 
that 4s bound to endure.

The Spare Wheel Popular. 


When Thomas B. Jeffery, maker 
of the Rembler car, originated the 
Rambler spare wheel, he did not an- 
ticipate that it would take its place 
as the most popular improvement of- 
fered by au'omobile manufacturé?d 
during the season of 1909. 

The most popular feature of 
equipment seems to -be that it saves 
the time and worry necessary to 
change a tire on the road and what 
is most disagreeable, the wearisome 
task of pumping up a new tire on a 
country road under bad weather con- 
ditions 

To substitute the spare wheel for 
the regular wheel it is necessary to 
remove only six nuts. With the 
special tools provided this requires 
one minute, and the wheel can be 
taken off in one minute more, by 
means of a wheel puller provided. The 
hub remains in place and the key- 
way is not disturbed. In one minute 
more the spare wheel can be attachéd 
with .a socket wrench and the six 
nuts secured. As this is the only 
car in the country with which this 
equipment is provided, it will not be 
hard to distinguish the Rambler when 
it passes on the street.

is necessary to slow down and usually 
throw out the clutch ip rounding it, 
but this would not do on a saucer. In 
road buzzing a driver expects fo lose 
time on the turns and makes his speed 
in straight-away stretches, but on @ 
circular course, it is necessary to 
keep going at high speed at all times. 
With the latter style, there is not the 
manipulation of change-speed levers 
necessitated that there is in a contest 
on a long course, where hills and 
grades are encountered. In the latter 
case brakes are continually used to big 
advantage, while track whirling does 
not call for it to a very large extent. 

“The Fiat ‘Cyclone’ frequently shows 
about the same tendency to run away 
on a track that a high-spirited horse 
does, and it is sometimes necessary to 
apply the brakes lightly at a turn. 
Handling a car of the Grand Prize 
type on the road means that the ap- 
plication and releaSe of brakes at just 
the right instant will have much to do 
with the winning of the contest. One 
of the reasons for Wagner's decisive 
victory at Savannah was his skill in 
manipulating and knowing just when 
and where to apply his brakes at turns. 

Tires Need Attention. 

“A driver in tr.ck contests at dis- 
tances of ten miles or more has to take 
the item of tires into consideration. 
With constant turning, centrifugal 
force puts a great strain on tubes.

Tires in a road race will wear right 
down through friction, but they will 
not be subjected to the continuous 
strain that tends to wrench them from 
their rims, which is the case when 
driving fast upon an oval. The avoid- 
ance of skidding *is another 
that enters into the game. There is a 
constant tendency to skid on a track, 
especially one that is not well bank- 
ed, or one that is improperly oiled. 

“An element that enters into’ track 
work which is not so noticeable in a 
round race is the formation of ruts. 
The latter are formed.to a certain de- 
gree in macadam or sandy highways, 
but there are always sufficiently wide 
to enable the man at the wheel to 
avoid them. But in a track contest of 
100 miles, a twenty-four-hour race or 
a three or four days’ meet, the track 
surface becomes greatly plowed up and 
furrowed with ruts. Then a driver has 
to do just the opposite from what he 
is at liberty to do on the road. He 
must follow these ruts, ‘fit into them,’ 
and use them more or less as trolley 
car tracks. 

Drivers Fear Rains. 

“Tf he goes outside the ‘pole,’ i. é., 
the inside course, close to the rail, he 
will, of course, be obliged to coOver a 
greater distance, and make a poorer 
time showing, to say nothing of .the 
dust thrown up by other competitors 
who stick to the pole and pass him, In 
fact, one of the fine points is to ‘get 
the jump’ on the other fellows and 
hold that pole—if you can—so that the 
others have to eat your dust, instead ' 
of your swallowing theirs. This is one 
of the hardest things for an amateur 
or a novice on a track to learn. Re- 
cent rain also makes slewing bad, for 
track mud is always slippery.’ 


When asked which SBtyle of racing he! 
preferred, De Palma replied: “I like} 
, track driving the best. Probably the'| 
{majority of drivers would rather do'| 
road work, because it is less dan- 
Serous, but with a good car I am more 
at home on a circular course. This 
style is much dustier than driving over 
an olled macadam highway, but then, 
dust makes one fat.” 

In contrasting the work

ls a Brooklyn, N. Y., boy of Italian 
descent, held that as a class the Eu- 
ropean car pilots are better drivers 
than Americans in road races, but that 
in track work &he Americans excel.

The apples have 
deep pink cheeks, and the flesh is 
firm and of excellent flavor. The 
tree is between twelve and fifteen 
years old and is growing in sub-irri- 
gated soil at an altitude of 2,225 feet. 
Short does not claim credit for develop- 
ing the coreless*seedless apple, de- 
claring it is a freak of nature.

Apple Show, Incorporated, in Spokane 
and quartered in the presence of Ren

SHOW DEVELOPMENT 
GAUGE OF INDUSTAY 


Demand for Space This 
Year Greater Than 
Ever Before. 


By R. E. Olds, Chairman of the A. M. 
Cc. M. A. Show Committee. 
Probably no better illustration can 
be used to demonstrate the magnitude 
of the atttomobile ingustry than the 
wonderful growth of automobile shows 
since November 3-10, 1900, when the 
Automobile Club of America launched 

the first exhibition in New York. 

To the A. C. A. belongs the credit 
of inaugurating automobile shows in 
this country. Little did this young 
automobile club realize what a huge 
oak their little show acorn would de- 
velop. We are this week celebrating 
in Atlanta nine years of shows, as it 
was nine years ago this month, and 
nearly the same dates, that the first 
automobile show was held in America. 
That infant exhibition in New .York, 
consisting of but gixty-nine exhibitors, 
created in the automobile buying pub- 
lic the first desire to become motor- 
ists. The public knew little then of 
automobiles and had a varying faith 
in the “horseless carriage.’’ The ve- 
hicles were crude, propelled principally 
by steam and electricity. 

Carriage Dealers as Motor Agents. 

Automobile shows have been the dl- 
rect cauge gf changing many carriage 
dealers to the ranks of automobile 
distributers. Carriage dealers of every 
country are witnessing the handwrit- 
ing on the wal] and the {inevitable 
downfall of the horse. During the 
past season there has been a scramble 
among carriage dealers for an automo- 
bile agency. 

The manufacturers who enter ex- 
hibits meet practically every live 
dealer, for men come to the shows from 
the most remote parts of the country. 
Dealers meet the buyrng public, make 
new acquaintances, and secure the 
names and addresses of those who are 
really interested and intend to pur- 
chase. All this can be accomplished 
in no other way at so small a cost. 

Automobile shows have become a 
fixture. The manufacturer, the deal- 
er, and the public all unite in the be- 
lief that automobile shows are im- 
perative and should continue. The au- 
tomobile show has become such an im- 
portant factor that it ranks with 
theaters in appealing to the masses. 
It has pushed the horse show into 
second position from a society stand- 
point, as is amply demonstrated by 
the reduction and demand in prices for 
horse show boxes in all the large 
cities. 

Record Demand for Space. 

At no time in the history of auto- 
mobile shows has there been such a 
demand for space as is the case this 
year. Promoters of automobile shows 
in New York, Chicago and Boston are 
largely over-subscribed for space, and 
the worderful showing made at the 
Atlanta show ig remarkable, in view of 
the fact that it is the first motor car 
exhibition in the south. If automo- 
bile shows did not well repay ex- 
hibitors, certainly there would not be 
such a great demand for space. 

It may be that the show situation in 
the future may resolve itself in a 
dealers’ convention to be held during 
the late summer months, and prior to 
the fall buying, as practically all 
progressive dealers have chosen their 
lines and made arrangements for the 
coming season before automobile shows 
are held. On the other hand, there is 
no argument to disprove the fact that 
the winter or early spring shows serve 
their purpose and are very valuahje 
to the trade and very interesting to the 
public at large. 

Few realize the important part auto- 


derful and rapid development of the 
modern motor car and the agency they 
have been in introducing the automo- 
bile to the purchabing public. It is 
the interchange of ideas, and a profit- 
ing by one’s own experience, 4s well as 
by the experience of others, which has 
made possible the great strides toward 
the perfection of the modern road loco- 
motive. Automobile shows areé the 
clearing house for new ideas. They 
have also educated the public and at 
the same time have had the effect of 
impressing upon the public the magni- 
tude and progress made by the auto- 


mobile industry. 
The brilliant and dazzling features 


of the well-decorated show always at- 
tracts thousands of the rising gener- 
ation. While it is true that they are 
not buyers today, the enthusiasm cre- 
ated by the highly polished powerful 
cars with" the accompanying — 
tions, created in them @ desire to OW :

Preventable Diseases Kill 
About 200,000 Annually. 


Indifference of Health Officers 
and Physicians to Registration 
of Births Scored in Govern- 
ment Bulletin---Reports of the 
Deaths Inaccurate. 


Washington, November 6.—(Special.) 
American race waste—more_ serious 
than race suicide—is pointed out in 
Census Mortality Bulletin No. 104, in 
Which it is estimated that annually in 
the United States from 100,000 to 
200,000 babies under 5 years of age die 
from preventable causes. 

This great loss of life among tune 
little ones at the period when they are 
most loving and most lovable could be 
prevented. Such is the opinion of Dr. 
Cressy L. Wilbur, chief statistician for 
Vital statistics of the census bureau, 
who prepared the bulletin, on the basis 
of present-day knowledge of sanitary 
measures. _.For the accomplishment of 
effective preventive work in this di- 
rection, Dr. Wilbur holds that the 
prompt registration of all births and 
the mere careful and precise statement 
of causes of death by physicians are 
essential. 

In analyzing and compzgring the to- 
tals of death returns for the year 1908, 
as set forth in the bulletin, those for 
age periods show a somewhat in- 
creased per cent of deaths of infants 
under 1 year for 1908. Of the total 
number of deaths, 691,574 returned for 
1908, nearly one-fifth were of in- 
fants under 1 year of age, and over 
one-fourth of children less than 5 years 
Of azzre. 

It is declared that the brute force of 
the figures representing the actual 
deaths is more impressive than any 
ratios or than the rates of infant mor- 
tality, even if the latter could be come- 
puted in the absence of proper registra- 
tion, of births. Here are the figures: 

More than one-eighth of 2 million ba- 
bies under 1 year of age, and fully 
200,000 children under 5 years of age, 
died amcng about one-half of the total 
population of the OUniieli States in the 
vear mentioned. It is cchsidered prob- 
able that fully 200,000 ,.more died ir 
those cities and states’ not incluted 
in.the census bureau death registration 
area.

Captain Lewis of the 
Mitchell Company on 
Prosperity for Year. 


“While experts in the automobile) 
world are a unit on the feeling that | 
there will be more than 125,000 auto-| 
mobiles of the 1910 model made and | 
absorbed, I am inclined to believe that 
the amount of the output in the United 
States will be much larger,” said Cap- 
tain William Mitchell Lewis, of the 
Mitchell Motor Car Company, of Ra- 
cine, Wis. “Never in the short but 
continuously successful career of the 
Mitchell company has the prospect for 
marktting the product been so bright. 
Other concerns also report good pros- 
pects. 

“Ags a matter of fact, the situation at 
our plant, indicating an unusual 
amount of early activity to get the 
first big sections of our allotment of 
about 6.500 automobiles of 1910 models 
out to the eager dealers, is gratifying 
to such an extent that our fear is not 
that we will be able to supply the cars 
to the dealers and agents who have 
taken the entire output, but that we 
will be able to make them rapidly 
enough. In order to be sure of a Sup- 
ply of bodies adequate for the chasses 
our enlarged plant will turn out we 
have requested the manufacturer of 
bodies to send them on just as rapid- 
ly as possible. The new buildings in 
which we have not yet been able to 
install the new machinery—all_ rein- 
forced concrete and absolutely fireproof 
—are being utilized for the sorting of 
bodies. 

“The orders of new machinery to 
keep abreast of Superintendent and De- 
signer J. W. Bate’s plans for getting 
out the product is coming in at a live- 
ly rate, and by the time the new 
fireproof, two-story administration 
building, in which will be the com- 
pany’s offices, the new power plant, 
with its novel reinforced concrete 
smokestack, the largest in Wisconsin, 
are ready for occupancy, the work- 
men will have installed the last of 
the machinery’ necessary to make our 
1910 allotment. 

“We have built for the future at 
Racine—have thousands of square feet 
of floor space to be taken up by the 
new machinery and believe that the 
output for 1911 will be about double 
that of 1910, which will amount to 
about 6,500 cars.

rates of infants and voung children 
are high and thev affect a relatively 
mumerous element of the population. 
Exact study of the incidence of dis- 
ease upon infancy and childhood is 
most important, and it is imperatively 
necessary that there should be more 
effective registration of births through- 
out the United States for this purpose. 
The extremely important rate known 
as “infant mortalitv” is tHe ratio of 
deaths of infants under one vear of 
age, not to population, but to the num- 
ber of children born alive during the 
year, This most important ratio 
should be readily available for the 
comparative study of deaths of in- 
fants in all of our states and cities, 
but. the bulletin states. in the great 
majority of them. unfortunately. the 
registration of births is worthless. and 
ratios calculated upon the returns 
would be deceptive and unreliable. 

“The possibility of great savine of 
human life during infancy and early 
childhood is emphasized by the esti- 
mates made by Professor Irving Fisher. 
on the basis of independent medical 
opinions, for his report on national vi- 
talitv tO the national conservation 
commission, as to the ‘ratio of prevent- 
ability (postponability)’—that is, ratio 
of ‘preventable’ deaths from cause 
named to all deaths from caused named 
for certain diseases of early life. 

Preventable Diseases. 

“Out of every 100 deaths that occur 
from each of-the following diseases in 
which the median age at death is un- 
der five vears. there could be prevent- 
ed the following numbers: Premature 
birth, 40: congenital! debility. 40: ve- 
nereal diseases, 70: diarrhoea and en- 
teritis. the most important cause of in- 
fant mortality, 60: measles. 40: acute 
bronchitis, 30: bronchopneumonia, 50: 
whooping cough, 40: ‘croup’ (which 


means diphtheria), 75: meningitis. 70; 
diseases of larynx other than larynei- 
tis, 40: larvngitis, 40: dipththeria (un- 
der five vears, there could be prevent- 
fever. 50. 

“Other diseases especially fatal to 
infants and children would perhaps 
show equally great ratios of preventa- 
bility; they do not appear in the above 
list because their median ages are 
above the limit chosen or because, as 
is the case with ‘convulsions,’ they

ADDRESS OF ASAG. CANDLER 
AT OPENING OF AUTO SHOW 


The following was the address of 
Colonel Asa G. Candler, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, at the open- 
ing of the Automobile Show Saturday 
evening: 

“When the government of the United 
States determined to open an isthmian 
canal, connecting for commercial pur- 
poses the great oceans of the world 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce was 
one of the first to appreciate the mag- 
nitude of the enterprise and to recog- 
nize its vast importance. By unani- 
mous action its necessity was affirmed 
and its building urged. The civilized 
world is now watching with wonder 
the construction of that great water- 
way, and Atlanta is equally interested 
in the mighty undertaking. But we 
have not been disposed to wait for the 


|; opening vf the Panama canal to quick- 


en industry and expand commerce. 
There are other enterprises of great 
value and far-reaching power to which 
we have been ready to give earnest 
support. We have endeavored to in- 
terest the federal authorities in the 
movement for the great western inland 
waterway. That movement is now far 
advanced in public consideration. and 
it is being forwarded by no less an in- 
fluence than that of the president of 
the United States and his immediate 
predecessor. When that great water- 
way is finally opened, as some day it 
must be, it will do much to bring the 
people of the south and west together 
in a league of trade and friendship 
fruitful of good to the whole coun- 
try. 

“But we cannot wait for that con- 
summation, great and good as it will 
be. Other means of commercial inter- 
course for the exchange of products 
and the multiplying of resources must 


be found. The commerce and the so- 
cial needs of the people demand that 
something more be done. and some- 
thing which cap be done more quickly. 
While waiting for these great chan- 
nels of communication to be opened. 
we must find or make facilities of 
transportation which efface distance 
and arinul time. We think we have 
found one such instrument of private 
travel in a machine, the name of which 
Suggegts a safe and almost tIntelligenr 
mover. Atlanta’s National . Automo- 
bile Exposition marks an era, there- 
fore. ‘in the development of the wealth 
and in the quickening of the progress 
of the southeastern states. 

“When the matter was proposed we 
undertook to make it an exposittor 
such as no city of eaual size {n the 
world had ever had. We are here as- 


quicken interest in this exposition, and 
to make this occasion one of more than 
ordinary significance. To carry to suc- 
cess all these efforts has required the 
construction of good roads in every 
direction throughout the state. It Is 
no extravagant prediction to say that

Dits- 
tance divides, and that which sets dis- 
tance aside begets acquaintance, which, 
in the end, ripens into friendship. An- 
tipathy between town and country is 
removed when a method is found, and 
has come into common use, which 
brings the people from the country to 
the town quickly end easily, and in 
town senda the townsmen into the 
country with equal speed and facility. 
It was but yesterday when it was 
scarcely safe to operate an automobile 
in*some parts of the rural sections 
of the country, so great was the 
prejudice against the horseless  car- 
riage. This prejudice is rapidly pass- 
ing, in fact, is about gone. The peo- 
ple are coming to see that the auto- 
mobile is an admirable and efficient in- 
strument for promoting both the hap- 
piness and usefulness of their families.

One of the exhibits which seems to 
have a special interest for the visitors 
of the Automobile Show at the Audl- 
torium-Armory, judging from the 
mumber which were attracted by the 
fame, is that of the Cartercar com- 
pany, sent on from Pontiac, Mich. 

The company is showing six differ- 
ent cars, as well as a stripped chassis. 

It the chassis, which reveals the 
entire mechanical construction of the 
car, which is of special interest. The 
Cartercar is said to be the most sim- 
ply constructed automobile built, and 
any of those who were viewing the 
display did not question the _ state- 
ment. 

The Model “L” 
pdssenger touring 
horse power motor. It is built along 
the latest approved designs, with a 
etraight-line and raky-body effect. The 
motor has four cylinders, which are 
4 1-4-inch bore and a 4 1-2-inch stroke, 
with the cylinders offset. By this ar- 
rangement a greater amount of power 
fs derived with the same amount of 
fuel. 

The Model “H” line is equipped with 
interchangeable bodfes or rear seats. 
These cars come with a flat rubber- 
covered deck at the rear, on which can 
be attached a single rumble seat, 
double rumble seat, a double divided 
rear seat or a miniature tonneau. Cars 
with the single rumble seat and with 
the miniature tonneau are being 
shown. 

The distinguishing features of 
Cartercar, ‘however, which mark them 
as something different from the ordi- 
nary is the friction transmission and 
chain-in-oil drive. 

When the Cartercar company first 
brought out their friction drive and 
displayed it in the automobile shows 
held in 1904. a great deal of adverse 
criticism was made.

How to Remove Carbon. 
Motorists who have had trouble be- 
'cause Of carbon deposits in the cylin- 
ders will appreciate a suggestion made 
by Thomas,B. Jeffery, maker of the 
Rambler, who tells of a device em- 
ployed by F. R. Fageol. the Rambler 
representative at Oakland, Cal. 

“This method of cleaning carbon 
from cylinders 18-to us very novel,” 
said Mr. Jeffery. “The device employed 
\i1s a housekeeper’s common metallic 
| Washrag, made of a series of wire 
rings interlocking with one another. 
The kind preferred is that in which 
the rings are composed of two coils of 
wire, one coil overlapping the joint. 
Another kind, not so good, is that 
which hag no wire overlapping the 
‘joint and can, with little effort, be 
' pulled apart. 

One of these metallic articles drop- 
| péd into a cylinder and the other three 
|cylinders made to turn about ten min- 
utes, completely removes the carbon.”

GRANDSIRE OF GASOLINE 


EXHIBIT HERE 


The ‘‘Haynes Folly,’’ Built in 1893 and Having the Speed 
of Seven Miles an Hour, Is Now at Local Show. 


At Local Speedway Wednesday. 


The cut accompanying this 
was made from -a photograph of the 
first successful gasoline car. On ihe 
fe day of July, 1893,.this strange 
looking vehicle was drawn into the 
main street of Kokomo, Ind., a horse 
was attached to the unusual appearing 
vehicle with wire witeéls, and séveral 
gentlemen accompanied it out into the 
county, where it was to recelve its 
first test. 

This car was designed and built by 
Elwood Haynes, now president of the 


, Haynes Automoblie Company, of Koko- 
, mo, 
ithe 


several miles out of 
little Indiana town, the strange 
procession was halted, the horses un- 
hitched, Mr. Haynes inspected the ma- 
chinery, turned a crank, there were 
several loud reports, and from that mo- 
ment the automobile business wag cre- 
ated. The car was driven several miles 
before they started back to Kokomo, 
jubllant and happy over the absolute 
success of what many people had dub- 
bed “‘Haynes’ Folly.” It ig fitting that 
this success was achieved by an 
American, and that it should be on tha 
day so dear to all Americap hearts. 
Project of Mr. Haynes. 

Early in 1889 Mr. Haynes was eén- 
gaged in the natural gas business in 
eastern Indiana, and Was compelled to 
do a great deal of driving over some 
pretty bad roads. During his drives 
and on account of sympathy for the 
horses, which he was compelled at 
times to drive hard, he frequently 
dreamed of a vehicle which would 
carry men faster and a greater. dis- 
tance than it was possible to _ travel 


Ind. When 


with a horse. Later, he moved into 


central Indiana, and being engaged in 
the same business, found that here the 
necessity. for driving was much greater. 

Therefore, on his long drives and 
during his leisure time, he studied the 
matter over, considering (first the 
feasibility of building a steam-prope}ll- 
ed machine. He carefully went over 
the possibilities of steam and elec- 
tricity for the purpose, but decided 
against the steam engine, mostly on 
account of the danger from fire and 
the necessity of frequently getting a 
supply of water. Turning to electricity, 
he made extensive. experiments, and 
found that on account of complications 
and problems then unsolved, and the 
scarcity of recharging stations, that 
electricity would not be practical for a 


vehicle such as he was endeavoring

of low power, was out of the question, 
on account of their great weight 

Not being at that time prepared to 
construct a special motor, and 
time was much taken up by his busit- 
ness, he sought until he finally found 
a motor that promised some measure 
of success. It was of the two-cycle 
type, and was primarily intended for 
use {n a boat. Therefore, it was of 
comparatively Mght construction. Aft- 
er securing the motor he commenced 
experimenting with it for the purpose 
of using it in a horseless carriage. 
There was at that time practically no 
data which would enable him to tell 
how much power would be required 
for propelling a machine over an ordi- 
nary roadway. 

His first purpose was to build a ma- 
chine after the general form of the 
pneumatic tired bicycle, and in order to 
determine the tractive effort neces- 
sary to propel a vehicle of this de- 
scription over an ordinary road, a 
bicycle was attached to the rear of a 
light buckboard by means of a spring 
scale and a small rope. The bicycle 
and its rider weighed 210 pounds. A 
man was seated On the rear of the 


light, as all motors at that time, even 


buckboard facing backward, and re- 
corded as rapidly as _ possible, the 
draw-bar pull, as tindicated by the 
scale. The horse was driven over a 
comparatively level road at a speed of 
about 12 miles per hour for a distance 
of about one-half mile. The vehicle 
was then turned around and driven in 
the opposite direction the same dis- 
tance. 
Many Experiments. 

These experiments enabled Mr. 
Haynes to determine that it would re- 
quire a draw-bar pull of I7% pounds 
at the wheel rim, provided the vehicle 
weighed 1,000 pounds and was  con- 
structed substantially in the 6ame@ 
manner as the bicycle, and driven over 
the same road. The data secured by 
this and similar experiments enabled 
Mr. Haynes to arrange the gear ratio 
that would run the car under a given 
engine torque. He now carefully de- 
termined the torque at the rim of the 
fly wheel of the engine he was to use. 
After finding the draw-bar pull re- 
quired per 1,000 pounds and having de- 
termined the engine torque, it was 
easy to determine all the necessary 
functions of the car, so far as level 
roads were concerned. He provided, 
without difficulty, for the hill-climb- 
ing effort required, by using different 
gear ratio, and to provide for mud, 
Sand or unusual grades, he constructed 
what we now call the “transmission.”

Bogie Truck Made. 

His first idea was to construct a 
regular’ bogie truck which would be 
provided with all the requisites of 
power, transmission, motor support, 
guiding qualities, etc, in itself. In 
fact, the truck supported the entire 
power plant, including motor drive, 
chains, clutch, steering mechanism, 
supply, etc. This was then pro- 
vided with a light body of the ordi- 
nary runabout type, the springs of 
regular longitudinal construction. The 


entire framework of the first car was | 


constructed of stel tubing and was 
very rigid and strong, and was s0 
constructed of steel tubing and was 
the motor a three-point suspension and 
enabled either end of the front wheels 
to pass over an obstruction without 
placing any stress on the framework 
containing the engine. 

When completed, this car, which was 
destined to be the gran@ sire of gaso- 
line automobiles, weighed 820 pounds, 
including a smal! amount of supplies. 
And as first constructed, its speed was 
about 7 miles per hour, carrying three 
persons; it was driven on the 4th day 
of July, 1893, between 4% and 5 miles 
back into Kokomo, without a single 
stop. The first wheels were 28-inch, 
of bicycle construction, carrying 1%- 
inch cushion tires. The first motor 
gave one-horse power and it was 
afterwards replaced by another giv- 
ing two-horse power, after which the 
speed was increased to about 9 miles 
per hour. Thirty-six inch wheels 
equipped with 3-inch pneumatic tires 
were then substituted for the 28-inch 
wheels. This further increased the 
speed of the car to 12 miles per hour. 
The best record of this car made on 
the road was 5 miles in 26 minutes. It 
was run, altogether, about 1,000 miles. 

Now in Atlanta. 

It is now in Atlanta on exhibition 
at the Automoblle Show and will be 
run on Atlanta’s Speedway on the first 
day of the races. Mr. Elwood Haynes, 
who will be present at the races and 
show, has very kindly consented to 
drive. Mr. Asa G. Candler, J®., presi- 


| 


| 


dent of the Atlanta Automobile As- 
sociation, has accepted an invitation 
to ride with Mr. Haynes, and those who 
witness the races on the day this car 
is driven will have an opportunity to 
compare it with the modern distance 
and time annihilators of today, and it 
will demonstrate very clearly the 
marvelous development of the auto- 
mobile business which has had just 
little over sixteen years of existence. 

A request was made by the Smith- 
sonian Institute for the old car, and 
shortly after it leaves Atlanta it will

| be sent to Washington, where it will 


become a part of the government ex- 
hibit and its appearance in Atlanta is 
doubtless the last time it will ever be 
shown outside of Washington, unless 
exhibited by the government. 

Mr. Haynes Here, 

Mr. Haynes is a quiet man of medium 
size, about 62 years old, and like most 
other men who are leaders in their 
profession, is of a very retiring dis- 
position and talks very little except 
when approached on the subject of au- 
tomobiles, mathematics, chemistry or 
metalology. Yet he is one of the most 
interesting conversationalists you 
could meet in many a day of travel, as 
he is highly educated, thoroughly post- 
ed On various subjects of interest, and 
hag a most charming manner of mak- 
ing one feel at ease in conversation 
with him, though you cannot but help 
feel the power of his intellect. When 
you stop to think that just a little 
over sixteen years ago he created a 
nucleus around which has been built 
one of the greatest Industries in this 
country, and that from his efforts have 
sprung up factories in which are in- 
vested untold wealth, you wil] agree 
with the writer that Atlanta is soon 
to have a very distinguished visitor; 
the one who made possible the great 
endurance runs just closed, as well as 
our magnificent show and the mar- 
velous Speedway, which is to give to 
our city a prominent position in the 
automobile world, and no doubt leave 
with us after the closing of the raceg 
several world records.

HUPMOBILE IDEA LONG 
CHERISHED BY BUILDER 


R. C. Hupp Works Out With 
Ee A Relson Conception 
of New Car. 


the Hupmobile officially en- 
ered the automobile world in Feb- 
uary, 1909, it was the first car with 
our cylinders and sliding gear trans-

The car was the idea of R. C. Hupp, 
now general manager of the Hupp Mo- 
or Car Company, of Detroit.

Mr. Hupp had been a close student 
‘f the automobile industry in America, 
ind had kept in intimate touch with 
he business in Europe.

It was in 1902, when the industry 
vas in its very beginning in thts coun- 
try, that Mr. Hupp entered the Olds 
shops in Detroit. He saw at that time 
i future of greatness for the motor 
‘ar, and went into the work with the 
very detai!—the idea of learning the 
susiness from the ground up.

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MANUFACTURERS OPPOSED 
TO EXTENSION OF EXHIBITS 


By S. A. Miles, General Manager Na- 
tional Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers. 


Automobile manufacturers as a class 
are opposed to the extension of the 
list of exhibitions. It became evident 
to them years ago that unless some 
steps were taken to prevent it there 
woulqg be a show tin practically every 
city in the United States, the result 
being an altogether too severe strain 
both upon the finances and the em- 
ployees of the factories. Thereupon 
the National Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers, Inc., which controls 
matters of this kind, after most care- 
ful investigation, adopted a resolu- 
tion which made it a transgression of 
the rules of the association to take 
part in any show except the national 
shows held annually in New York and 
Chicago 

This action. naturally, was not re- 
ceived with favor by individuals and 
associations who desired to hold shows 
in other cities, but the national asso- 
ciation insisted that if such were to 
be held they must be what has be- 
come known in the trade as _ local 
shows. which means that they must 
be supported only by the local dealers. 
The manufacturer had no objection to 
his agency taking part at a_ iocal 
show at its own expense, but did ob- 
ject to being asked to pay Dills. 

The cost to the manufacturer of 
taking part in an exhibition is @ seri- 
ous item. The first cost, that is to say, 
the rental of floor space and provision 
of the necessary equipment, is a 
trivial matter by comparison with the 
salaries. traveling and hotel expenses 
of from five to twenty-five represen- 
tatives, to say nothing of the time 
which might be occupied in other 
ways. It is not an uncommon occur- 
rence for an important manufacturer 
to senqg from twenty-five to thirty 
representatives of the selling, adver- 
tising and mechanical departments to 
one or both of the annual shows. 

For five years there was no de- 
parture from the terms of the reso- 
lution. Boston, Philadelphia. Buffaio, 
Pittsburg. St. Louis and other cities, 
even so far west as San Francisco, 
made efforts. from time to time, to 
induce the association to hold a na- 
tional show. These efforts were unl- 
formly unsuccessful. 


Atlanta the Exceptic®. 


It remained for Atlanta to become 
the exception. When th® subject was 


first discussed, the Atlanta show was 
to be a loca] affair. As the plans de- 
veloped, the gentlemen in charge be- 
Came more ambitioqus, and asked for 
a hearing before the executive com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Automobile Manufacturers, Inc. They 
were received with the same assur- 
ance that had previously prevailed, but 
in a half day had so thoroughly con- 
vinced the manufacturers of the im- 
portance of the southern market and 
of thelr own desire and intention to 
make the show enthusiastically suc- 
cessful, that the resolution was, for 
this occasion, suspended, and it was 
decided that the first national show 
for the winter of 1909-1910 should be 
heid at Atlanta. 

It is due to the enthusiastic work 
of the committee sent by Atlanta to 
New York that this result. was ac- 
complished. The committee’s theory 
seemed to be that Atlanta was suffi- 
ciently in earnest to do anvthing and 
everything that manufacturers might 
consider fair. The manufacturers 
eventually made a proposition, prob- 
ably without serious thought that it 
would De accepted, but it was accept- 
ed without debate, and the show be- 
came an assured thing. 

This much having been gained, the 
manufacturers were consulted as in- 
dividuals, and promptly showed that 
they were keenly alive to the poss!i- 
bilities of the southern market. They 
agreed to go to Atlanta because they 
have become convinced that the south, 
hereforefore comparatively neglected, 
will absorb as many cars in propor- 
tion to its population as any other 
part of the country; that the prosper- 
ity of the south is keeping pace with 
that of the north: that the products 
of the south have assumed such gigan- 
tic proportions that nothing can stop 
the wave of prosperity, and that ear- 


nest efforts are being made in every’ 


direction to so tmprove the highways 
that cars may be driven with safety 
and comfort. In the latter connection 
they were greatly impressed bv the 
present system of road building in 
Georgia. in which state convicts have 
been placed at work upon the roads, 
insuring for that state a network of 
this most important ailé to transporta- 
tion and general progr ys.

“Throughout the show sign-painters, 
decorators and électriclans are kept 
in attendance to see that the tone of 
the exhibition is not allowed to de- 
crease.

AND WILL BE STILL CHEAPER 


The praises of the automobile in- 
dustry have been sounded so loudly 
and the lightning-like rapidity of its 
progress has become the subject of so 
much exuberant description in ali 
quarters, that the casual reader of 
this article may be apt to regard the 
following sober contemplation as a 
piece of pessimism—which, of course, 
it isn’t. 

The demand for automobiles is 
greater than ever. The plants of the 
various manufacturers are busier than 
at any previous time, and the output 
will be far in excess of that of former 
seasons—the Maxwell-Briscoe Motor 
Company alone preparing for the pro- 
duction of no fewer than 15,000 cars. 

In spite of this unrivaled 
we are willing to go on record as the 
authors of the prediction that the man 
who justifies his hesitation about the 
purchase of a car with the mental res- 
ervation:

The demands of the automobile in- 
dustry for raw materials have reached 
a point where the resources of allied 
industries have become inadequate. 
For some of the raw materials the de- 
mand has grown at a rate that has al- 
most completely exhausted the visible 
supply. with the inevitable resulk that 
the prices of these commodities have 
soared to unaccustomed heights be- 
cause of the strain imposed by the de- 
mand on a depleted market. 

Take the item of runoper. We can 
still recall the time when crude Up- 
River Para gum could be bought in the 
open market at 35 cents a pound. Only 
about a year ago the price was well be- 


right here the reader 
“Well, if that is the 
manufacturer not 
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low the dollar mark. Today crude 
rubber sells at $2.10 with no prospect 
of a decline and with an almost appal- 
ling scarcity of the material. Yet 
wheels must be shod with rubber ties 
and the automobile manufacturer is 
compelled to purchase his tire equlip- 
ment at a much higher cost than was 
ever exacted of him before; the hey- 
day of the rubber pool arrangement 
pales into significance when the pres- 
ent-day price of rubber is considered. 

The increase in the demand for spe- 
cial steels owing to the unusual re- 
quirements of the automobile industry 
is without parallel, again with the con- 
sequence that the 1909 price of steel 
shows a rise over the figures of 1908 
of from 16 to 25 per cent. Here, too, 
the needs of the automobile industry 
have brought about a scarcity of raw 
material, so that it has become a mat- 
ter of absolute fact that the automobile 
manufacturer is governed in his plans 
not by the amount of business he can 
command, but by the amount of raw 
material he is able to obtain. When it 
is considered that the pig iron produc- 
tion in this country rose from 15,936,- 
018 tons in 1908 to 25,283,346 tons for 
1909 an idea may be had of the unpre- 
cedented increase in demand for raw 
materials. 

That the steel market will remain 
stringent for some time to come may 
be conjectured from the renewa) of 
the buying of rolling stock by the ralil- 
roads and from the enormous sales of 
steel rails, which lately have amount- 
ed to 100,000 t ms per week. 

It is unfortuWate for the automobile 
industry that the increasing signs of 
general prosperity have not only 
brought increasing demands for raw 
materials from other quarters, but are 
also responsible for new industrial 
combinations in various lines, which, 
by consolidating their interests, are 
able to maintain a high price for their 
productions of raw materials. 

Owing to the demands of the auto- 
mobile builder the visible supply of 
trimming materials ind stuffing hair is 
practically exhausted. Before the ad- 
vent of the automobile industry the 
meat production of the country produc- 
ed enough hair to satisfy all needs. 
But animals are killed not for their 
hair and hides, but for their meat, with 
hair and hides as a mere by-product, 
which now commands a larger profit 
for its sellers than ever. 

Not a bit less in importance than 
the condition of the raw material mar- 
ket. is the present situation of the la- 
bor problem. 

Nor are these conditions confined to 
automobile manufacturer proper; 
whev are a'so found in all establish- 
ments making the accessories forming 
wart of the complete motor car. 1%e 
c~earcity of good labor and the difficul- 
-. of securing raw matertal also con- 
tribute to {he reasons which make for

Of course, even this chaotjc upheaval! 
increased prices in these lines. 
of resources will ultimately right itself 
though relief is not in sight yet. 

But it would be unwise for the pub- 
lic to expect the prices of cars to pur- 
sue a downward course at the same 
time when the price of nearly every 
part going Into therr manufacture 
keeps constantly rising. Indeed it 
should be the cause for small wonder 
if the selling figures of automobiles 
were to accommodate themselves to 
the changing conditions under which 
the cars themselves must be made; tn 
other words, we believe it very likely 
that not very long hence automobiles 
instead of costing less, will cost more 

In fact, as it now looks, automobiles 
must go up tn price, and they will, very 
soon. e

Henry Souther Figures Out 
Slide of Motor Wheels. 


From Henry Souther’s analysis of 
the results of tests on tire slips at 
Brooklands. England, on a level racing 
track of the best sort. with plain 
round tread tires inflated as is usual! 
for racing, the percentage of slip of 
the rear wheels when driving is as fol- 
lows: 

For a speed of 40 miles an hour. 
60 miles an hour, .6; 60 miles an hour, 
1.1; 70 miles an hour, 1.8; 80 miles an 
hour, 3.7: 90 miles an hour, 5.4. 

The driving wheel on the 
running around a curved track, slips 
a very little more than the outer 
wheel] as the centrifugal force going 
around curves reduces the weight on 
the inner wheel, permitting it to slip 
more readily than the outer wheel.

The Chinese Studying Parliamentary 

Law. 

Since then the Chinese have been 
studying parliamentary law and pre- 
paring themselves for self-govern- 
ment. They have organized debating 
societies in every part of the empire, 
and they are now discussing the chief 
features of western civilization. Many 
of the governors have established 
schools for this purpose, and are edu- 
cating their subjects along constitu- 
tional lines. The viceroy of Nanking, 
who rules about 100,000,000 of the 
lower Yangtse Kiang, has 
lecturers, who are giving nightly 
talks On modern constitutional gov- 
ernment, and many Of the cities of his 
dominion have assemblies where the 
people come together every week to 
discuss what they shall do when al- 
lowed to vote. 

The same movement is going on here 
in north China. Tientsin has its con- 
stitutiona] debating societies. It has 
organized municipal councils and the 
city fathers are attending night 
schools. The same is true of Hankow 
and other places farther west, as well 
as of Canton and the other big cen- 
ters of the south. Indeed, this whole 
nation is in the throes of an intellec- 
tual and social revbdlution; and that 
mighty body politic, which we know 
as the celestial kingdom, is rejuvenat- 
ing its soul. 

How China Woke Up. 

Zut let me tell you about this 
stitutional movement. There 
ing like it in history. The rulers 
one-fourth of the world suddenly 
solve to give up their power and 
low thelr subjects to govern thnem- 
selves. They lay Out the scheme in 
cold bloog and inaugurate It without a 
revolution. It is not a spasmodic ef- 
fort, but a progressive movement 
which will take almost a decade. It 
to be started at once in every part 
of the empire, and is so systematical- 
ly planned that it will fit these 400 
almond-eyed millions to make their 
own laws and to practically control 
their own government. 

The story of the movement is inter- 
esting. It began during the war with 
Japan, when the giant of modern 
progress, in the person of the mikado, 
drew back his mailed fist and swatted 
the sleeping nation in the eye. It grew 
as the European powers stole piece 
after piece of Chinese property along 
the seacoast, and it was already strong 
when the Boxers rose in rebillion, and 
the armies of the west caused the 
flight of the empress dowager from 
Peking. The humiliation of China in 
being forced to kotow to Germany for 
the killing of Baron Ketteler was a 
strong push toward its modernization. 
The victory of the Japanese over the 
Russians was another, and now the 
common people, the gentry and the 
officials are awake to the need of a 
change. The yellow giantess is sleep- 
ing no longer, and-has sprung from 
her couch with her almond eyes open. 
She is thoroughly aroused, and, with 
her great soul—for great the soul of 
China really is—she is casting about 
to find “where she is at,’”’ and how she 
shall take her mighty part in the 
work of the world. 

The Constitutional Prograam. 

The plan for the reorganization of 
China was discussed in connection with 
Li Hung Chang before his death. It 
was finally laid out by the great dowa- 
ger, assisted by Yuan Shih Kai, Chung 
Chi Tung and other leading officials. 
Wu Ting-fang, the Chiese minister art 
Washington, had to do with it. and 
nearly every governor and viceroy sent 
in suggestions and advice in the form 
of memorials. The plans brought back 
by Tuan Fang and his associates from 
J-urope were thoroughly studied, and a 
scheme of local, provincial and national 
gecvernment was laid out. This was 
first put forth in the edicts of the em- 
press dowager in August, 1908, and the 
people at once began to put them into 
action. The work was proceeding in 
every province at the time of the 
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deaths of the great dowager and em- 
peror last November. and one of the 
first proclamations of the new adminis- 
tration that these constitutional 
reforms should be still carried on. The 
prince regent has annaunced himself in 
favor cf them, and most active in 
their support. 

The pregram now in force extends 
over nine-years. The first year is de- 
voted to the preparation of the people 
for the provincial assembles by the 
viceroys and governors, including the 
opening of schools for the studying of 
self-government in the cities, market 
towns and villages. 

During the second year members are 
to be elected to the provincial assem- 
blies, and in the third they are to be 
organized and in working order. 

By the fourth year there will be a 
new code of laws and new courts, and 
in the fifth a new system cf taxation 
will be enforced. 

The sixth year continues 
ration of the people for the 
parliament, and during the seventh the 
reorganization of the government reve- 
nues and expenditures will be taken up. 

The year following, the officials will 
begin consider the imperial house- 
hold expenses; they will establish a 
judicial bureau and will begin to issue 
certificates. 

In the ninth year the con- 
stitution will be finally and 
the imperial parliament will be in ses- 
at Peking.

creating of a modern army, the steps of 
growth going on from year to year, 
and a third deals with education and 
the gradual organization of a system 
of schools which will make it compur- 
sory. 

It is the same with the changes to 
be made in revenues and taxation. 
Everything is gradual, and in the end 
China will be as far advanced as Japan 
teday and will have all the government 
advantages of other nations. 

The Schools and the Constitution. 

Take, for instance, the plan laid out 
for the new school system. The year 
1908 was largely devoted to the com- 
pesition of easy text-books along mod- 
ern lines. This year the text-books are 
being published, and the laws have 
gone forth that they must be used in 
schools. At the same time modern 
schools are being started in all the 
large cities. Next year the same pro- 
gram is to be pushed, and by 1912 it is 
expected there will be a public school 
in every village and market tewn. To- 
day the proportion of Chinese who can 
read and write is exceedingly low. The 
nation is not an educated one, as many 
suppose, and I doubt whether ten men 
in one thousand can read and write. By 
1913, those who have investigated the 
matter say, one in every hundred should 
be able to read, and during the follow- 
ing vear, if the school scheme is car- 
ried out, one in every fifty should be 
able to both read and write, while at 
the close ©f the nine years, when the 
first members of parliament are elected, 
the proportion of literacy should be 
about one to twenty. 

The new schools will practically cre- 
ate a new language for China and a 
new system of phonetic writing. 
Schools are now being organized by 
the thousands, and there are tens of 
thousands of the old Chinese profes- 
sors who are fitting themselves to be- 
come modern teachers. At the time 
the edict was sent forth ten thousand 
went to Japan and spent about six 
months there fitting themselves for 
the new education. The most of these 
have returned, but there are a¥# pres- 
ent something like 5,000 Chinese study- 
ing in Japan, and there will soon be in 
the neighborhood of one thousand 
thousand studying in America. 

It is a wonderful evidence of 
good citizenship of the Chinese 
the introduction of schools and 
abolition of the old examination 
tem have been made without causing a 
revolution. Such a change would have 
created a war in almost any other 
country, necessitating as it did the 
loss of jobs by thousands of the old 
tutors and the making of their classi- 
cal education of no value.

All voters must 
reside in the district for more than one 
year. They must be able to read and 
write, and must have their family rec- 
ords unblemished. The franchise is 
not given to men of bad character nor 
to opium users. It is forbidden to bul- 
lies and criminals, and there are cer- 
tain low professions whose members 
will not’ be allowed to come to the 
polis. In general, any Chinese will 
have a right to the franchise, provided 


he has the ordinary qualifications, and | 


any boy may hope to become a member 
of parliament and to have part in the 
government. 

The constitution provides for the 
freedom of the press, for the right 
of public asSembly and for freedom 
from taxation except by law.

ser in Germany. He is to be the com- 
mander of the army and navy and to 
have the right to declare war or peace. 
He will have, in cases of emergencies, 
all power over the liberty of the peo- 


ple, with the right of pardon. He can 
fix the salaries of his own household 
and can take the sums needed for that 
purpose from the treasury, without 
reference to parliament. He has the 
right to appoint all officials and can 
degrade or promote them at will. 

From these provisions it would seem 
as though the parliament would have 
little real power, bitt ft must be re- 
membered that in both Germany and 
Japan the force of public opinion is 
Such that the emperors have to follow 
it. This will be the same in China 
under the new constitution. Besides, 
this first parliament is but the opening 
wedge; and its successors may in 
time split the imperial privileges into 
fragments and leave in their, place a 
republic. This seems a far cry, but 
it is a possibility. 

The Provincial Legislatures. 

The provincial assemblies, which are 
now. preparing, will be much like our 
state legislatures and will correspond 
to them in the new government. China 
has twenty-two provinces, and each wil! 
have its own legislature, which will be 
large Or small according to the number 
of its literary graduates and the 
amount cf its grain tax. At present 
Chilhi, the province in which Peking and 
Tientsin are, pays the most grain taxes, 
and has the most graduates. Its as- 


sembly will have 140 members. Chinese 
Turkestan and Heilung-Kiang are the 
smallest, and each of them will have 
30. Kiangsu will have 116, and Che- 
Kiang 114. Shantung has 100, Honang 
96, and Shansi 86. Altogether there 
will be 1,677 Chinese members in these 
state legislatures, and in addition som<c 
twenty or twenty-five Manchus. It is 
probable-that from these assemblies the 
future parliament will come. 


In order to be a member of the pro 


vincial assemblies a man will need far 
higher qualifications than those de- 
manded for election to our state legis- 
latures. The candidate must have been 
ecnnected with educational enterprises 
for at least five years, or have gradu- 
ated from the middle schools of either 
China or abroad, or he must be a mas- 
ter of arts or a retired official who has 
never been denounced by the censors or 
cashiered by the government.
